DEMOCRATS IN COUNCIL. 
aS MEASURES DECIDED UPON. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoron, D. C., Feb. 10.—A joint caucus 
of Democrats to-night agreed to attach to the 
Legislative bill a section repealing all laws giv- 
ing the General Government the right to super- 
vise elections for President and Vice-President 
and for Members of Congress, and also repeal- 
ing the sections in regard to test oaths to jurors 
in United States Courts. The understanding 
was that the Democrats in each House would 
stand by those amendments, and either force 
them through or iet the Legislative bill fail. 
The reason for the Democrats attempting to ef- 
fectarepeal of ali these acts at the present 
Congress is that if this is not accom- 
plished now it cannot -well be brought 
about before the Presidential campaign 
of 1880, since if passed at a regular session next 
December the President would veto it, and as 
the Democrats are without a two-thirds majori- 
ty they could not pass the bill over a veto. The 
Democrats pretend to believe that the Republic- 
ans will allow these amendments to pass rather 
than to bave a called session, and 680 lose con- 
trol of the Senate side of the Capitol immediate- 
ly. There isageneral feeling among the Re- 
publicans, however, that it will be an excellent 
plan to have the Democrats begin work with 
full contro! and responsibility as soon as possi- 
ble, so that the country can begin to judge 
them. 

Blackburn presided. Two hours were spent 
in deciding what legislation should be proposed. 
A portion of those present, led by Reagan and 
Mills, of Texas, wished to have a National party 
platform which they had prepared adopted. 
Kernan opposed this, saving that there were dil- 
ferences of opinion upon which it was not advis- 
able to attempt to force unity. The result was 
a decision to confine the caucus to matters of 
legislation. It was argued against the Jurors’ 
Test-Oath law that it bad been repealed, and 
had wrongfully been placed in the Kevised 
Statutes. The Judiciary Committee was in- 
structed to report these 

AMENDMENTS TO THE LEGISLATIVE BILL, 
passed unanimously. Thurman proposed an 
amendment to Sec. 800 of the Revised Statutes, 
providing for the drawing of jurors, and so that 
juries in United States Courts shall be drawn 
by the Clerk and by a Commissioner appointed 
by the presiding Judge, the Commissioner to be 
of different politics from the Clerk, and the 
names of at least 300 jurors to be placed in the 
box. A long debate ensued. Thurman argued 
that the Democrats should insist upon this 
change even if the wheels of the Government 
were stopped. 

Eustis declared that the South is oppressed. 

Beck and Blackburn took the same view. 

Bayard madea notable speech against the 
resolution. He warned the Democrats that it 
was useless for them to take such a revolution- 
ary course, and reminded the caucus that 

THE ONLY DEBATABLE GROUND 
fér the Democrats in this country is the North, 


and that no legislation should be attempted 
that should alarm that sectionif the Democracy 
hape to win. Bayard said they must so shape 
their legislation and construct their platforms 
as to make them accord with public sentiment 
in the North. 

Hill and Kernan supported Bayard. 

Thurman’s resolution, however, was carried 
by an overwhelming majority. 

Southard then moved the repeal of the Super- 
visors’ law, which was adopted without a divis- 
iotu. Changes will be made inthe Legislative 
bill so as to make these amendments germane. 

THE CAUCUS. 
40 the Western Associated Press. 

WasHInoTon, D. C., Feb. 10.—A joint Demo- 
cratic caucus of Senators and Representatives 
was held in the bail of the House of Repre@nt- 
atives to-night. The first subject considered 
was the proposition to repeal the clause in the 
Revised Statutes regarding the test oath for 
jurors. Senator Thurman offered an amend- 
ment to the original proposition, providing a 
mode of drawing jurors in States where there 
is no provision for that purpose. 

Mr. Southard offerei another amendment to 
repeal the sections of the Federal Supervising 
Eiections law. Much discussion arose. 

Mr. Thurman urged his resolution in strong 


erms. 

Mr. Blackburn maintained that but one of the 
repealing measures should be attached to one 
Appropriation bill. 

Sevator Bayard opposed placing such _ re- 
pealing clauses to Appropriation bills. He was 
answered by Senator Thurman. Finaily the 
above propositions with amendments were 
alioneell, and will accordingly be appended to 
the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial Ap- 
propriation bill in the House, 

The caucus was very well attended. 


IN THE HOUSE. 
A POLITICAL DODGE. 
Spectai Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuincton, D. U., Feb. 10.—The Demo- 
crats, in order to place the Republicans in the 
House on record against the proposition to re- 
peal the Jurors’ Test-Oath and Federal Supervis- 
ion law, by an arrangement with the Speaker 
submitted a bili to repeal them for passage un- 
der a suspension of the rules. By a strict party 
vote of 126 yeas to 113 pays the motion failed, 
not having the necessary two-thirds. The un- 
derstood purpose of the movement was to en- 
able the Democrats to take advantage of the 
record vote at a caucus this evening. 
™ THE POSTAL SAVINGS-BANK BILL 
is defeated for this Congress. Mr. Phillips, of 
Kansas, moved to have his bill passed under 
suspension of the rules, but secured only 38 
votes,—the vote standing 35 yeas to 154 nays. 
The bill suthorized deposits as sma)! as $1. 
There would have been a larger vote if the meas- 
ure hed had an opportunity for debate, and ex- 
planation been, allowed, but many who are in 
favor of a postal saving-bank system thought 
this measure authorized too smal! deposits, and 


would require vast expenditure for clerical 


force. Added to this opposition was that of | 


representatives of the savings-bank interest, 
who have bean particularly active in efforts to 
defeat this measure. 
THY SUGAR REFINERS 
met with defeat, by agreement of the House, 
by a vote of almost three to one, to fix Thurs- 
day, the 13th, for the consideration of the Sugar 
Tariff bill. The indications from the vote to- 
day are that the bill of the Committee is much 
stronger than had been expected, notwithstand- 
ing some of the most influential members of 
the Committee are opposed to it. The vote was 
160 yeas to 57 nays. 
NEW BILLS. 

Representative Brentano to-day introduced a 
bill for the improvement of the river-front of 
Washington City, and especially to prevent the 
danger to health from the vast expanse of 
malarial marsh along the river-front. 

Representative Caswell, of Wisconsin, to-day 
presented a memorial of Wisconsin citizens 
asking for the suppression of the liquor traffic 
in the District of Columbia. 

THE GENERAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The House devoted the greater part of the day 
tothe Legisiative Appropriation bill. There will 
be a very earnest contest over this bill, both on 
account of the ree endations of the Com- 
mittee and of the amendments that are to be 
proposec. Mr. Atkins, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee reporting the bill, was compelled to 
acknowledge that there was great danger that 
there will be a large deficiency after the Sinking 
Fund is satistied, as the revenues are falling off 
while the appropriations are increasing. The 
subject of rapidly-diminishing revenues with in- 
creasing expenditures, mammoth jobs, and re- 
duced taxation is one which the Forty-sixth 
Congress will have to meet at the very thresb- 
old of its life. The Committee has reduced 
the bill below the estimates a little less than 
$1,000,000. 

THE MOST MARVELOUS THING 

in the bill, perhaps, is the fact that the Demo- 
cratic Committee has found it necessary to in- 
crease the salaries of some of the Government 
officers. There is certain to be a sharp antag- 
onism between the House and Senage on the 
subject of the salaries of the officers of the lat- 
ter branch, as the Committee in this bill has 
reduced them to the House basis. it is possible 
that the Senate Republicans will not make great 
opposition to this reduction, as their officials 
will not draw any of the salaries voted by the 
bill, but it is apprehended that Democratic Sen- 
ators, in view of the forthcoming pstronage 
will oppose this reduction as an infringement of 
the rights of the Senate. Atkins maintained 
that such an attitude on the part of the Senate 
was 


UNJUST TO THE HOUSE, 


and a violation of its constitutional rights. 
The Senate, with seventy-six members, pays 
$25,000 more annually for salaries of employes 
than the House, with 300 members. There are 
two and one-half employes for each Senator, 
while each member of the House has to be sat- 
isfied with three-quarters of an employe. The 
Senate employes are paid 25 per cent better than 
the House employes, and the latter 25 to 30 
per cent better than the Department clerks. 
The section relative to national surveys will be 
strongly opposed. Mr. Foster plainly showed 
that the minimum of possible reduction has 
been reached, and that hereafter an increase of 
force ip the Departments will be necessary. 
The business of the Land-Office especially is now 
greatly behind for lack of sufficient force, and 
Vestern members will soon be compelled to in- 
sist upon an increase of the force. The salary 
of Commissioner of Indian Affairs is increased 
from $4,000 to $5,000 in the bill. 
RATES OF INTEREST. 

The bill introduced inthe House to-day by 
Representative Foster, to discourage usury and 
promote legitimate rates of interest, makes it 
unlawful for banks to allow interest upon de- 
posits of any character. It further provides a 
tax of 5 per cent upon the gross amount of 
deposits in each year, such tax to be remitted 
on a proper affidavit being made that no interert 
has been allowed on deposits by the bank.

BLODGETT. 
THE KNOTT COMMITTES RETICENT. 
Spectal Diapatch to The Tribune 

Wasnrneton, D. C., Feb. 10.—The Blodgett 
Committee were all in their seats here to-day, 
but they were extremely reticent, and declined 
to give any expressions of opinion either to Con- 
gressmen or newspaper men. Indeed, at one or 
two Congressmen Who approached them the 
Committeemen took offense, intimating that 
they were acting in a judicial capacity, and that 
it would be entirely improper to give any indi- 
cations as to their probable course. The testi- 
mony is to be reported to the House for printing 
and recommittal to the full Committee as soon 
as the stenographers can write out their notes. 
It is expected this will be done by Wednesday, 
possibly by to-morrow. The testimony will

QUITE A LARGE VOLUME. 

The nearest indication as to the mental con- 
dition of the Democratic members of the Com- 
mittee on this subjectis that they are reflect- 
ing upon the weight ‘to be given to Hesing’s 
testimony, whatever that may mean. Some of 
the Congressmen who have conversed with the 
Committee say that, whatever may be said with

INDIAN TERRITORY. 
THE RECENT INVESTIGATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuincton, D, C., Feb. 10.—A report re- 
cently published purporting to give the conclu- 
sions reached by the Senate Committee on Ter- 
ritories in the Indian Territury investigation 
turns out to be incerrect in several importants 
particulars. For example, it asserts that the 
Committee have agreed to. report that a civil 
form of guvernmenvt for the Territory can be 
organized under the treaties, while, on the con- 
trary, there is the best authority for saying that 
the Committee will report that Congress could 
hoteestablish such a "government without a 
direkt violation of treaties. The report men- 
tioned also asserts that the Committee has 
ascertaned that no bonds predicated on 
land grants in the Indian Territory have 
been issued by any railroad company, but a 
member of the Committee is authority for the 
declaration that the testimony shows that bonds 
to a large amount have been issued on the basis 
set forth, but that the evidence does not dis- 
close the names of the present holders. 

It bad been a common report in Wasbington 
for several years that some of the railroad bonds 
have been placed where they would do the most 
good toward furthering schemes to throw the 
Indian Territory open to the whites, and to 


dis possess the Indians of their lands, and itis a 
yatent fact that the interests of the roads have 
been well represented. On the basis of a report 
that the Senate Committee would recommend 
the opening of Indian Territory to the railroads, 
the transactions of a single day last week in 
Wall street realized to the holders of securities 


of one road $40,000. 
IN THE SENATE. 


M’CKEERY DISAPPOINTS HIS AUDIENCE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. U.. Feb. 10.—Senator Mc- 
Creery made himself liable to-day for obtaining 
an audience under false pretenses. It had been 
extensively arnounced in the newspapers that 
he would speak for the Ivst time in the Senate, 
and recollections of bis paevious oratorical 
efforts, sparkling with wit, attracted crowds 
to the galleries, while scores of Representatives 
occupied the floor. But there was a general 
feeling of disappointment when the stal- 
wart Kentuckian concluded. His speech 
bore marks of elaborate preparation and 
wonderful memorizing, but it was 
only an imposing muster of antixue 
sophisins and respectable commonplaces. He 
did give some trenchant thrusts at the Indian 
peace policy, and dealt a few nard knocks at 
those clergymen who have sought to master the 
problem of Indian cuardianship, but with 
these exceptions his remarks were flat and un- 


profitable. Indeed, his attacks upon the Church 
as a whole were in poor taste. 
AGRICULTURE. 

Senator Paddock, of Nebraska, made an ex- 
tended speech to-day on the subject of agricult- 
ure, advocating amore liberal expenditure by 
the General Government for its improvement. 
Paddock’s speech contains much information of 
interest to Western agricuiturists. He paid par- 
ticular attention to the increasing ex- 
port trade between the West and Eu- 
rope. He showed that the increase in 
the value of the shipments of horred 
cattle alone from 1877 to 1878 was $4,500,000. 
There were shipped over the Union Pacific Road 
last year more than 100,000 beeves. He showed 
that the cotton-worm, in 1874, cost the cotton- 
growing States $20,000,000 in a single week. 
The Colorado potato-beetie caused vast destruc- 
tion. The chioch-bug, in 1874, caused the farm- 
ers a loss of $60,000,000, an 200,000,000 would not 
cover the loss from the locust-plague of 1873 to 
1875. Fruit-growers are beset with similar pests. 
The increase of malignant diseases among farm 
animals is causing great loss. Diseases among 
swine have aggregated $30,000,000 per annum, 
and there is great ignorance as to the cause of 
the disease. The resolution which Paddock ad- 
vocated to authorize a more thorough investiga- 
tion of this agricultural subject was adopted. 

COMMITTEE WORK. 
THE POST-OFFICE BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Feb 10.—The Senate 
Committee. on Appropriations held a meeting 
this morning, and considered the amendments 
made by the Sub-Committee to the Post-Office 
Appropriation bill. Although no definite con- 
clusion was reached, it was understood that all 
the material amendments have been concurred 
in, the most important being that which relates 
to the Brazilian steamship subsidy. With a view 
of silencing the vigorous opposition which the 
project has received from Maryland Senators, 
the Committee have decided that Baltimore shall 
divide the honors of the northern line with New 
York, and will recommend that, instead of ply- 
ing monthly between New York and Rio Janeiro, 
the steamers should plv bi-monthly from New 
York and bi-monthly from Baltimore, thus 
making the round trip to Brazil once ever>two 
months from each of the first-named ports. 
Norfolk is put down as a touching-point every 
trip, both in going and in returning, so it will 
bave a monthly line to Brazil, and thus be bet- 
ter off than Baltimore and New York. This 
advantage it was supposed would secure the 
measure the support of the entire Virginia del- 
egation. The Southern line is to run from jew 
Orieans and Galveston to Brazil, the route be- 
ing the same as iu the amendment proposed by 
the Senate Committee on Post-Offices.

CAPITAL NOTES. 
STATE OF BUSINESS IN CONGRESS. 
Bpectal Correspondence of The Tribune. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 8.—The large 
amount of unfinished business before Congress, 
and the few remaining days of the present ses- 
sion, are the two prominent factors, one would 
think, that are to settle the question of an extra 
session. Taking out the Sundays, and the legal 
holidays, and an occasional day devoted to the 
memory of a dead Congressman,—or to some 
other incidental subject,—there remains con- 
siderably less than a month in whiclrto fivish 
up and perfect avast amount of highly im- 
portant legislation. But it will not do to as- 
sume that the Republicans and Democrats have 
put their heads together in a perfectiy disin- 
terested and patriotic spirit to devise ways and 
means whereby the business of the session may 
be expeditiously transacted, because there are 
other considerations of a political and personal 
nature that sway Congressmen beside those of 
public necessity and economy. An eXtra ses- 
sion of Congress is clamored for on the part of 
some, and objected to on the part of others, for 
reasons entirely separate and distinct from the 
dictates of patriotism. For example, there is 
MR. BLACKBURN, OF KENTUCKY, 
who wants to be the Speaker of the next House. 
He is of the opinion that he has a sure thing of 
it already, and thatif the Democratic caucus 
were tobe held to-morrow he would quietly 
walk over the course, leaving Mr. Samuel Ran- 
dali back at the distance-post, together with 
your Mr. Morrison, Gen. Ewing. of Ohio, and 
other incipient parliamentarians who would like 
to handle the gavel in the next House. This is 
not ouly the yiew which the Hop. Joseph C. 8. 
Blackburn- takes of the to him very important 
and interesting question, but it is the view 
which nearly all the Democratic party of the 
“Solid South ”’ takes of it, too; not that they 
care particularly about prumoting the political 
ambition of Mr. J. C. 8. Blackburn, of Ken- 
tucky, but because it is in keeping with 
a certain habit of the Southern. Briga- 
diers and in perfect harmony with their 
traditional and settled policy. What they want 
and what they mean to dois to rule Congress 
and control appointments as they did before the 
War, and they intend to begin by claiming the 
next Speakership of the House, and Blackburn 
is manifestly the best qualified man for the po- 
sition that is available.

_ Back of all these factions, and independent of 


all these selfish and sinister motives, is the fear 
that prevails among the more discreet Demo- 
cratic managers that an extra session of Con- 
gress would be a sort of edge-tool with which 
the party might easily cut its fingers, and so op- 
pose it on prudential grounds. 

ANOTHER CHECK ON THIS SCHEME 


is the fact that, while the Democratic party in 
Cangress may ve able to bold back business so 
much that an extra session will a great neces- 
sity in order to make such 4poropriations as are 
necessary to keep the wheels of government 
in motion, they mar be circumvented to some 
extent by the President, at whose option the 
extra session will be called. The Republicans 
generally are opposed to it, and Mr. Hayes 
bas already privately signified his determina- 
tion not to call it, if cai) it he must, until about 
the Ist of June, and, as the fiscal year begins 
July 1, Congress would be compelled to do its 
work at Once and gdjourn in order to aveid the 
discomforts of thisswe!tering climate. 

THE DEMOCRATIC DILEMMA. 

The critical condition of the Democratic party 
of the country at the present time is provably 
more apparent to the disinterested spectator 
from this standpoint than from any other, for 
the good reason that this is the stage on which 
many scenes are enacted that become historical 
in their significance for good or evil. All the

people. Since Mr. Doug}as died. and the most 
conspicuous statesmen of the South went into 
civil war to overthrow the Government, the 
Democratic party has been little better than an 
unorganized mob that possessed uumbers and 
strength enough to do a vast amount of good if 
itsenergy had only been judiciously directed and 
wisely utilized, 

NEITHER MR. SEYMOUR, GEN. M’CLELLAN, NOR 
MR. TILDEN 
have been able toinspire that confidence in the 
minds of the rank and file of the party that is 
the unmistakable attribute of a great and suc- 
cessful leader. Mr. Seymour failed, ignomini- 
ously, because his sympathies were about equally 
divided between the [friends and enemies of the 
Government in time of great national peril 
and alarm. Gen. McClellan mistook him- 
self for a _ statesman instead of a 
soldier, andi was no sooner placed 
at the head of the Army of the Potomac than 
he began to calculate the chances of getting in- 
to the White House, instead of taking Rich- 
mond, and, as anatural result, he didn’t do 
either. Mr. Tilden made a fine run for the 
Presidency ; had a large majority on the popular 
vote, and came near being President through 
the intrigues and conspiracies of his most 
intimate friends. The effect of the cipher dis- 
patch business upon Democrats in Congress— | 
and in this respect they may be taken as the ex- 
ponents of the whole Democratic party in the 
country—is most disastrous to the future 
political prospects of Samuel J. Tilden. If 
nominated again 
HE WILL BE BEATEN AT THE POLLS, 
and the managers bere are determined that he 
shall not be nominated if they can prevent it.

SOUTH AFRICA. 

A BRITISH DEFEAT. 

Carz Town, via St. Vincent. —On the 21st 
inst. a British column, consisting of a portion 
of the Twenty-fourth Regiment, a battery of 
artillery, and 600 native auxiliaries, was ut- 
terly annihilated near Tugela River, by 20,- 
ODO Zulus, who captured a valuable convoy 
of 102 wagons, 1,000 oxen, two cannon, 400 
shot and shell, 1,000 rifles, 250,000 rounds 
ammunition, 60,000 pounds weight of provis- 
ions, and the colors of the Twenty-fourth 
Regiment. It is estimated that 5,000 Zulus 
were killed and wounded in the battle, 

: AMONG THE KILLED 
on the British side are two Majors, four 
Captains, twelve Lieutenants, and the 
Quartermaster of the Twenty-fourth Regi- 
ment; two Captains of the Royal Artillery,

Oflicers, soldiers, public servants, people, and 
friends of Afghanistan proper: Kvow that 
when mep embark themselves on an undertak- 
ing with an object in view, and, with the hope 
of accomplishing it, spend thousands in money 
and waste all their bodily energies, God often 
grants it to them, and they reap the benefits 
thereof, In like manner the Koran was sent to 
the best and most approved of Prophets (‘* May 
peace and salutations be upon him!*’) as a re- 
ward for the trouble and exertion he had un- 
dertaken in its cause, for turning his back on 
worldly possessions, for observing poverty and 
fasting, and for undertakiag the sufferings and 
toils of a “jehad” as if he were partaking of 
a most delicious beyerage, until he was exalted 
with a noble title. “O you faithful believers,” 
O you that repent, “God has hastened to send 


down unto you the Koran to remove your sins 
arte to grant you forgiveness. To God be the 


of all Mohammedaas f 
bas, through years o 
pared for you all sorts of implements of war, 


Mussulmans and full of religion. 
Every Basviose bas certainly read the 
Koran, but has not understood its meaning, 
owing to its being in Arabic; wherefore we ex- 
pound to you in Persian that the Imperishable 
Creator bas in it said: “The Creator of the 
World bas bartered Paradise with the true be- 
lievers for their lives and their possessiovs. 
By which is meant that the Creator receives into 
His Paradise al! true believers who bave given 
their lives and their wealth for a holy war un- 
dertaken for the ways of God, and you know 
that the Almighty 1s incapable of deception. 
He is also incapable of breaking a promise; for 
even a King, who is, efteratl, buman, is ashamed 
of himself for not keeping bis word. to ove of 
his subjects. Wherelore every Mussulman 
offers up prayers in thousands .and asks 
for Paradise, without knowing whether it 
will be granted him or not. But 
has undoubtedly hela out @ promise to those 
who strive and exert theemselyes in a * jehad,”’ 
when He says, ** O you faithfal believers, I will 
point out unto you a merchant who wil save 
you from painful torments. Wage a holy war 
forthe ways of God and His Prophet with vour 
property and with your lives.’’ Whet could be 
more assuring or more appropriate than the 
above? 

Let those who are rich give their wealth in 
this “* jenad,” and equip those who are neither 
mounted oor possess any arms or accoutre- 
ments, and when ail is ready jet them give their 
lives in this holy cause. . 

When men with no respurces have done 80 
muh, what, would not the Lord of the World, 
who is the most merciful of the merciful, do tor 
them?! He will receive them in His Paradise of 
Bliss and bestow His favors upon them. 

If we were to give you further quotations from 
the Koran our admonition to you would run to 
too great length, and you would weary of 
listening to the truths of the Hely Book. If 
any one among you gsecks for further iniorma- 
tion, let bim read certain chapters [names 
given] of the Koran, and see for ghimself what 
great stress the Lord God lays On this potvt. 
You ought also to know that the Leader of our 
Faithful (Ameer Shere Ali Khan) has never 
without a cause attacked atribe; while a foreigr 
nation, without the slightest provocation, bas 
laid the hand of oppression on our houor, and 
has made up its mind to invade our country and 
to conquer it. Should this happen, where will 
be the commands of Gud to His people and the 
boast and pride of the Afghans! It is also 
necessary that you should remember that the 
Ameer (the Leader of our Faithful) 
has spared his gracious person’ no 
pains, and has cheerfully undergone 
iotinite labor, in protectiag your rights, your 
persons, and your property, and in not tolerat- 
ing foreign interference. Hle bas aiso made 
great sacrifices of property for yoursake. Lf it 
were otherwise, you would say, “ Raling Kings 
nowhere experience trouble or tol, for where- 
ever they go they pitch their tents and array 
for turmoil.’”’ A due sense of power and shame 
ought to inflpence mankind at all times. When 
our ruler has cyeerfully undertaken the protec- 
tion of his subjects, after such toils and bard- 
ships, it would be almost a thousand pities that 
we should be unminod{ul of the bovor and inter- 
est of our master and of the conwmands ot God 
and of His Prophet, and shrink back from the 
worthless infidel in hopes of living @ few days 
longer. 

This decree of fate is known to all that when 
[the angel oi| death overtakes one there is no 
escape from him, as isfully proved by the sacred 
verse which says, * Verily, when death from God 
comes down upon you, it does not give you 
much time to art.” 

But if vour deats has not come no harm ean 
befall you were you tocharge up to the very muz- 
zie of guns iv thousands of fighes, aa you oifl- 
cers know of your owa knowledge that there 


‘aresome among you who have been up to 


death’s very door in hundreds of fights without 
beipg touched; while when one’s hour has 
come be will die (perbaps of fever) where he 
stands. 

Thanks be to God that He has taken upon 
Himself the ooligation of requitiog with the re- 
wards of Paradise an appointed death, which is 
eaiied * Tagurib.” We men avoid this kind of 
death and ruo after the ignominious one, 
** which is disgraceful, as is seif-evident.”’ 

In this very sense the “leader of the caravan 
of the Faithful [Shah Murdan|—may God illu- 
mine bis face !—has said: 

** Two davs to fear death is improver— 
W ben it is ordained and when it’s not; 
The day it is, exertions avai) not— 
When it is not, repiming is improper." 

In short, since death is pre-ordained, why 
should we reo away in war, for the Everlasting 
Creator has said im the Koran; “ Those among 
you who are strong in faith when the infidels 
close upon you in battle in greater numbers 
than your own, you ought not to turn your back 
upon them. And he who will turn except it be 
for the purpose of combat will incur the wrath 
of God and be committed to hell-fire,”’ 

Let this also pe known, that God has. made 
victory dependent on firmness and. stubborp- 
ness, the limit of which is death. Wherefore, 
Mussulmavus, let those who have put their faith 
in God and in His Prophet not shrink from dv- 
ing the death of a martyr, forthe Lord God 
hath said: ‘** Those that are killed or die in the 
ways of God are forgiven. The grace and mercy 
of God be uponall of them.”” And, again, 
He has said: ‘*“ Those that are killed in 
the ways of God are not dead, but alive 
near their God. They are made to taste 
of joy from the bounteous desires of the 
Lord. Glad tidings of them will be given unto 
those who follow them and their progeny. They 
know of no fearor grief. Glad tidings will be 
given unto them of the bounties of the Lord, 
tor the Lord does not withhold His reward from 
the true believers.” 

Were the firmness and stubbornness displayed 
by you in the eventualities and difficulties of 
warfare greater than has been set forth, likewise 
will your reward from God be all the greater. 
You will eet a t name in this world and be 
deserving of 1,000 favors from God and the gen- 
erous Prophet, and be honored by them. 

Besides remember that the Ameer Sahib Ba- 
hadur consiljers every officer and soldier like 
children of his own, wherefore it isa duty you 
owe him as such that you should listen to his 
fatherly advice, which is fall of quotations from 
the Koran; and bear in mind that the Lord God 
has over and over again promised you victory if 
you remain firm,—tuat is, it is made dependent 
upon your firmness. 

If all Mussulmane were firm and united, vic- 
tory would be their portion, and they will not 
gain itif they be inclined to give in after two 
or three days’ fighting, in which case there will 
be no breach of promise from God. 

This fact also ought to be borne in mind, that 
the worthless infidels [the English] are now 
bent upon deceit and treachery, and are pre- 
pared to bribe jor buy over to them] tribes of 

slam, with promises of giving thousands of 
rapees! But truly, where is there a Mussulman 
who would barter the laws of God against the 
carrion of this world? As the poet has said, 
** Let not the heart of that mean one rejoice, who 
| for his faith of the world madechoice.” But 
tie most astonishing part is that the tribes of 
the infidels should be received because (one says) 
{ wili sell unto you my children, my family, my 
goods and chattels, and those of my co-religion- 
ists, for ten or fifteen thousand rupees. If any 
of you have faith and a proper sense of honor, 
i have strong hopes that you will treat this 
kind of speculation as utterly worthless and 
base. During the warin Swat and Boner the 
contestants had met in battle, when the Mus- 
sulmans of Swat and Boner and other parts 
stood firm and offered a stubborn resistance, 
without the means of doing so, and the ehemyv, 
notwithstanding his numerous guns and rifles, 
was unable to carry their positions. There is not 
the slightest doubt that if you, officers, soldiers, 
and people of Afghanistan, were to act up to 
the teaching of the Koran, you would be Ax 
ored both in this world and the next, and 
blunt the teeth of greed of the infidels with re- 
gard to invading our country. This, our admo- 
nition, is necessary, as they on their side are 
ready. They English) are possessed of lives 
and children, although they do not share future 
rewards; they are not afraid, why should we be? 
—we who are promised future rewards by God, 
who have to defend the honor of our reli ion, 
who if we get killed will be admitted into Para- 
dise, and who if we are spared will be honored 
in this world. It will be a matter of great re- 
gret to us were we to be shorn of ail these 
worldly benefits and the prom‘se of future re- 
wards Without making a stubborn resistance.

England has on ber hands another war which 
is likely to prove more troublesome than has 
proved her conflict with the ex-Ameer,—a strug- 
gle with the Zulus of South Africa. Since the 
Cape became a British colony the natives have 
kept the English authorities busy. In 1811 the 
first Caffre war broke out, when the Caffres 
were driven back to the Great Fish River, 
neither side taking prisovers. Eight years later 
the Prophet Mokanna headed an attack on 
Grahamstown, which, however, was repulsed 
with heavy loss. The second Caffre war was 
fought in 1828-'31; a third broke out in Decem- 
ber, age be ee A 12,000 natives ravaged the settle- 
ments, the prelude toa!

turbulent chief, Sanduli, ee It then 
became a war between the Euglish and Fingoes 
and the Giakas and Galekas, 6ir Artour 
Cunynghame, and subsequently Lieutenant- 
General the Hon, F. Thesiger, directing the 
operations of the former. The ovial forces 
insisted on acting independently, and Sir Bartle 
Frere had to dismiss his Ministers when they 
(Feb. 2, 1878) censured him for exceeding his 
constitutional functions in placing the 
local forces under the Imperial com- 
mandér. The Gordian ‘not thus cut, 
though Gen. Thesiger was subsequently 
bampered by the volunteers returning home at 
the end of their term of service, the English 
went on harmoniousiy to success, and fn June 
1878, the war was closed, Sandillt being killed, 
and bis brother Edmund surrendered uncondi- 
tionally. The Evglish lost twelve officers and 
181 men, ten officers and 208 men being 
wounded: the rebels lost 3,680 killed and 171 
prisoners, besides 45,000 bead of cattle. 

Meanwhile the Zulus on the border of the 
Trausvaal and the independent Chief Secocoent, 
near Pretoria, were coming inte the complica- 
tion. For nearly twenty years the Zulus, who 
claimed all the iand up to the Blood River, had 
been on indifferent terms with the Dutch rs 
on the leit bank; todeed they had been at war 
just before the British annexation of the Re- 
public in 1877; but the Boers concluded a 
peace described by Sir Theophilus Shepstone as 
bumiliating and likely to make Seceegeni think 
the whites were afraid of him. The English re- 
fused positively to recognize the Zulus’ claim 
to the dispated territory, and the latter were 
only kept from active hostilities by the tirm at- 
titude of Col. Lanyou and the diplomatic tacy 
of Sir Theophilus Shepstone. Cetewayo, the 
Zulu King, was found to be in correspondence 
with Secocoeni, and the instant that the Cafire 
war was ended Lord Chelmsford—Gen. Thesiger 
had in the interim sueceeded to the title op the 
death of bis father, the late Chancellor—massed 
cvety avaiulabie man in Pretoria to mees the 

ulus, 

Sur Bartle Frere had meanwhile dispatched au 
ultimatum to Cetewayo, the Zuln King, receg- 
nizivg the justice of the Zulus’ claim to the d1s- 
puted territory, but insisting en compensation 
ior farmers who bad tu leave it througn fear of 
Cetewayo, the payment of fines and surrender 
of certain ehiefs engaged in outrages, the dis- 
banding of the Zulu army, the establishment of 
a British Residenti n Zululand with much 
power, a fair tral for all offenders, per- 
mission for missionaries to return to the coun- 
try, and the freedom of Zulus to ma on 
eoming of age. A month was given the King 
to maxe up his mind, and he promptly refused 
to assent to the conditions. ‘The extreme Limit 
of grace expired on the llth ult., and the war 
has been begun. It is not at ail clear that the 
Zulu King could haye accepted some nf the eon- 
ditions, He had disbanded his army early in 
December, and ordered compensation to be 
made to settlers wio suffered loss by the dis- 
turbed condition of the frontier, and some years 
ago the Zulus were’ willing to reveive a Resi- 
dent. But to sucrender any of his chiefs would 
be to risk the mutiny of the others, and the 

uestions of receiving the missignarics and 
danzing the marriage customs of the country 
would be most dangcrous, as the King’s com- 
pliance would be followea bya loss of prestige 
aud the awakening of fanatie prejadice. 

Cetewayo is the most powerful African mon- 
arch south of the equator. He has 300,000 sub- 
jects witvin the 10,000 square miles of Zuiuland, 
and they are a werful, well-bullt; race, capa- 
ble of great endurance. He has alreasly assem- 
bled 8.000 men on the froptier and called out 
hisarmy. ‘Thereare forty regiments, seven of 
wuich, however, consist of men over 60. Of the 
remaining thirty-three, fifteen are composed of 
bachelors and eighteen of married men, the I/at- 
ter being distinguished by their shaven heads, 
onwhich only a circlet of hair is allowed to 
grow. Each corps hag ite distinctive marks and 
special station. At Sp: 15 the Zulu males pass 
into the army and rmed into regiments 
with which older soldiers are mixed. Not till 40 
is marriage permitted. At present the army 
contains 22,500 men under 30, 10,000 between 
30 and 40, 3,400 between 40 and 50, and 4,500 
between 50 and 60; total, 40, The sol- 
diers have brecch-loaders an e cannon. 
Each regiment has two wings of equal strength, 
eubdivided into companies. The regiment has 
a commander and second in command; there 
are two officers to each wing, besides compan 
officers and two orthree junior officers. rit 
have their re: ulated duties and responsibilities, 
and their orders are readily obeyed, Drill there 
is none, though the Zulus perform some simple 
movements with method, such as forming a cir- 
cle of compavies or regiments, heading into 
compapies from the circle or forming a line of 
march in order of companies or in cloge order of 
regiments. The commissariat and transport are 
simpie. The former consists of a provision of 
maize or millet and a herd of cattle propor- 
tioned to the distance to be traveled; the latter 
of the youths of the regiment, who carry the 
urats, blankets, and provisions and drive the 
cattle. That they are “careless of the single 
life’’ in the field appears sufficiently from their 
tactics wheu they have to cross an unbridged 
torrent.

BAUM’S JURORS. 


Judge Williams Decides Not to Punish 
Them---A Word of Warning. 


Henry Greenebaum Denies the 
Charge of Tampering with 
a Jury. 


The case of Richardson and Schmidt, late 


Grand Jurors, against whom was entered a rule 


to show why they should not be punished for 
contempt of Court, came up before Judge Will-

ry, it will be remembered, accused one of them 


of visiting the notorious Baum and offering for a 


money eonsideration—to be put up at McDon- 


ald’s—to indict the Rev. Mr. Crafts, and asked 
the Court to deal with them asthe merits of 


their case deserved. 
MR. RICHARDSON 


was the first witness called. He testified that 
he bad been at McDonald's saloun, but not 
more than once in the past year.

His conduct was 
subsequently overhauled by the Grand Jury. 
He did not remember that~he ever 
went out of a back door of McDonald’s with 
any one. He had been anxious to get at the 
bottom facts, and thought Eager ought to have 
been indicted, but he finally voted against find- 
inga bill. He had visited McDonald’s as one of 
a committee of three appointed by the foreman 
of the jury to investigate the Eager case, and 
also Trude’s office. He saw McDonald twice 
while he was on the late Grand Jury, but -had 
not seen him oftener. 

William Newth was called as to character, and 
testified that he had known Richardson for 
some years, and had never heard anything 
against him. 

Bailiff Campbell testified that on the day 
Richardson was charged with visiting Baum’s 
place, the Grand Jury adjourned about 4 o’clock. 

L. J. SCHMIDT, 

one of the defendants, was next eworn. He had 
met Baum on Wabash avenue ‘Tuesday or 
Wednesday, and went to his saloon with him.

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The public money, says the Charleston 
(8. C.) News and Courier, in an argument 
supporting Southern grabs, ‘* belongs to the 
South as well as the North.” This is on the 
theory that the Government revenues are 
raised by taxing the whole people. Some- 
thing might be said about the proportion in 
which the two sections contribute to the 


support of the General Government that 


would illustrate the peculiar injustice of 
distributing through the South money 
that is contributed for the most part 
by the North. But, aside from this 
view of the case, an admission that the pub- 
lic money ‘belongs tothe South as well as 
the North” by no means carries with ita 
justification of any sectional subsidy or any 
demand for reimbursement on acconnt of 
war losses. During the years of the Rebell- 
ion the South was engaged in the effort to 
break down the Government. That effort 
was unsuccessful, and left the South in an 
impecunious condition, with crippled re- 
sources and palsied energy. These results, 
lamentable as they were, form no claim upon 
the General Government for a reimburse- 
ment of losses in a war which the Southern 
people precipitated and a disaster for which 
they themselves were responsible, If they 
lost property, time, or opportunities during 
that period, and consequently fell behind the 
North in material progress, they must lie in 
the bed made for themselves, and not look 
to the North to even share the expense 
of new upholstery and decorations. The 
public money can only be legitimately used 
for general and necessary public expenses, 
and not for reimbursement of losses brought 
on by the folly or wickedness of any section. 


ELUDING THE TRUTH. 

The conclusion that perjury is a common 
crime is irresistible. It is equally beyond 
doubt that the crime is sometimes committed 
by persons in high social station. It is suffi- 
cient to our present purpose to cite, in illus- 
tration, the Bercuer trial. The sharp con- 
flict of testimony in that case demonstrates 
the fact that there was extensive lying under 
oath by several persons who had tberetofore 
enjoyed spotless reputationsin the most dis- 
tinguished religious and social circles. At 
the close of that case the codntry was in 
doubt as to which side did the ,most lying, 
but there remained no room for doubt that 
in the conduct of the case lying was reduced 
to a fine art, and elaborated to the degree 
which seemed requisite to the end sought to 
be accomplished. We do not propose to in- 
stitute a parallel between the Brxcuen- 
Triton case and the TiILpEN cipher case. 
There is a similarity between them, but there 
is also a striking difference. BrecHer 
had one powerfuk distinguished enemy— 
Tiztox. Tripen in the cipher investigation 
seems to have had no enemy. TuTon 
strained every nerve to ruin BrerecHer. On 
the other hand, in the matter of the ciphers, 
every person who from personal acquaintance 
with thasubject had the power to ruin Ti- 
DEN strained every nerve to shield and pro- 
tect him. This being the case, it became 
comparatively easy to arry out a 
concerted movement based upon a series of 
comprehensive, uncompromising lies. To 
save TrupEeN from the ruinous effects of the 
bribery negotiations it became necessary for 
his accomplices to degrade themselves below 
the level of ordinary criminals,—in a word, to 
the level of idiots. In swearing that neither 
Trxtpen nor the Democratic National Com- 
mittee had any knowledge of ‘their bribery 
negotiations, Pexton, Marsne, and Weep 
swore in effect that they offered to commit a 
felony without the least idea from whom the 
large sums of money they proposed to pay 
were to come. Marsrz in substance tele- 
graphed to Perton: ‘‘ Will you pay $50,000 
for the Electoral vote of Florida?” Pxziron 
replied: ‘* Yes.” Weep telegraphed to Pez-

Prexton replied: ‘*Yes.” Now, these per- 
sons, who enjoy the reputation of being 
shrewd politicians and sharp business men, 
go.on the stand and solemnly swear that 
none of the Democratic statesmen by whom 
they (Marsie and WEED) were surrounded 
in Florida and South Carolina, dnd neither 
Trtpen at his (Prtton’s) elbow, nor any 
member of the Democratic National‘ Com- 
mittee with whom he (PELTON) was in daily 
consultation,—that none of them had any 
knowledge whatever of these negotia- 
tions! In a word, these three men 
swear that they acted in the whole 
matter without advising with anybody at 
either end of thdline. The statement is ut- 
terly preposterous. What were the other 


visiting Democratic statesmen doing while

Is 
it not strange that Mr. Coopzr omitted 
to speak of Pzxxron’s departure and of 
his proposition to telegraph foremoney to Mr. 
TiLpEN that evening? We are not assum- 
ing that Mr. Cooper knew’ of Prxron’s 
plans; we acquit him of that business. We 
are convinced that he was ignorant of those 
plans. We think the fact of his being made 
acquainted with them resulted in their over- 
throw. Doubtless Tunpen uttely misjudged

high character of Coorzn. Douttless he 
directed Paxton to inform Coopzr that he 
(Trxpen) did not know of his proposed 
journey to Baltimore. This theory ac- 
counté for the fact of Coorzn’s neglect to 
speak of the proposed journey of the 
nephew to the uncle that evening. Of 
course the $80,000 for Wrep’s purchase 
was wltimately to come from TiLDEN's 
coffers, but Trupzw did not want it to come 
from Peuton, because the notorious poverty 
of the nephew would in that case create the 
irresistible inference that it came directly 
from the uncle. Hence he (Tirpen) in- 
structed Perron to arrange to draw 
on Coors, the Treasurer of the Democratic 
National Committee, assuming that he 
(Coorg) was ripe for the vile transaction, 
and knbwing that Scorr, of the Committee, 
could raise the money. But when Coops, 
poor ipnocent, brought the nefarious scheme 
directly to the notice of the principal in it, 
Mr. Ticpew realized that“he (Coorzr) was 
capable of blowing it to the four winds of 
heaven, and knew that the game was up.

On ithe 25th of May, 1876, Gov. TiLpEN 
filed with the Secretary of State a message 
or mémorandum in which he pretended to 
show that certain retrenchments and reduc- 
tions in taxation had been effected by his ad- 
ministration. In that message occurs the 


following :

The; central statement here made is that 
under Gov. TitpeEn’s administration no reap- 
propriations were made, and hence that there 
was 4 Saving, as compared with the adminis- 
tion of his predecessor, of $917,379. Now, 
AS B matter of fact, on the 28th day of April 
(less than a month previous tothe date of 
this statement), Gov. Tmpen had signed a 
reappropriation bill for $300,368 ; and on the 
20th day of May (five days previous to the 
date of his statement), he had signed a re- 
appropriation bill for $25,000; and on the 
day of the date of his message he signed a 
bill regppropriating $800,000. 

We submit that the man who, as Governor 
of a great State, would subscribe to a state- 
ment so absolutely false as this, merely to 
appear dn the role of a reformer, would swear 
so to protect himself from the impending 
disgrace of complicity in the attempted 
Electoral bribery business. . 


SOME AMENDMENTS TO THE STATE 
REVENUE LAW. 

The proposition pending in the Legisla- 
ture to appoint a Special Commission to con- 
sider during next summer the various 
schemes for a State Revenue law meets with 
more opposition than was anticipated. This 
is to be regretted. Framing the present law 
was a Jarge undertaking. The reduction of 
the conflicting patchwork of revenue laws of 
the State, county, city, town, incorporated 
village, aud school district into one law, 
applicable to all alike and harmonious parts 
of one system, as required by the new Consti- 
tution, was a difficult job. The work was 
not a perfect success. The attempt to con- 
solidate inconsistent laws and systems came 
very near destroying financially all the City 
Governments, and these, at the end of six 
years, can only be said to have fairly got 
under way under the new law, tempered, as 
it has been, by remedial legislation and 
judicial decisions. The lawis still imperfect. 
The mterpretation of the Courts, the 
experience of six years, and unforeseen 
changes and conditions, have demonstrated 
the necessity of additional changes. In fact, 
the law has already assumed the appearance 
of aseries of detached laws; other amend- 
ments will make this condition more striking, 
and hence the desirability of picking up all 
these amendatory acts and making of the 
whole one complete and harmonious code 
governing the assessment of taxes and the 
collection of revenue. 

The work of making a code is less difficult 
now than it was in 1873, but experience has 
shown how littlé can be done in a Legislature 
with such a large subject,—considered, as it 
must be, at the same time with fifty other 
subjects. The idea, then, of preparing dur- 
ing the recess a general law embracing the 
whole Restion of taxation, and adapted tothe 
wants of all classes of local governments and 
commitnities, and having such law discussed 
and matured at a special session next winter 
held for that purpose exclusively, has com- 
mended itself strongly, especially to the peo- 
ple of the cities, who are yet heavily embar- 
rassed by reason of the sudden change of 
revenue system in 1873. An objection is 
made to the Hammon hill because 4% in- 
cluded a few fiscal experts in the Gommission 
who are not members of the Legislature. As 
the work of the Commission is merely pre- 
paratory, the advice of skilled persons who 
do not happen to be in the Legislature could 
not do any harm and might be of material 
assistance, because they would be speaking 
from practical knowledge and special study 
of the subject. But this advice and aid 
can, perhaps, be obtained, to some 
extent, by request, as ‘by making 
the experts members of the Commission. 
Unless a Commission is authorized, there 
is little prospect that the Revenue Commit- 
tee of either House will do the work at this 
session, or, if they attempt it, do it well. 
Yet it is not wise to adjourn until some glar- 
ing defects are remedied, the lack of which 
is causing large losses in #he collection of 
revenue. Whatever the final conclusion may 
be in regard to a Code Commission, the best 
thing that body can do is to take up the bill 
so fully discussed at the last session, and 
which was unfortunately defeated, then pro- 
posed |by Mr. Martruews, and with some 
little atlditions pass it. This bill, enlarged 
in some few particulars, will meet many of 
the most serious défects in the present law. 
Including in it some of the provisons recom- 
mended by the recent Convention of City 
Governmentsof this State, it will provide for 
the following urgent cases ; 

1. The abolition of the unnecessary, cum- 
bersonje, and costly multiplication of book- 
keeping, which costs in this county alone 
$40,000 a year, and the equally useless, cum- 
bersome, and expensive delinquent tax list 
which, under the defective provisions of the 
present act, is made to include each year & 
list of all the real estate in the county, as 
nobody pays real-estate taxes up to the time 
fixed for its publication. This utterly use- 
less list costs the taxpayers for its unneces- 
sary publication $50,000 a year. 

2. It will break up the practice, now 
wholesale and general, of defaulting in pay- 


ment of taxes, letting the State bid in the 


property, at a nominal interest of 10 per 
cent, leaving municipalities and the State 
without their proper revenue. The facility 
of borrowing taxes from the State is becom- 
ing one of the growing and alarming evils 
of the day. Every year there is more and 
more of the public revenue locked up, to be 
ultimately lost under forfeitures to the 
State, creating embarrassing deficits in the 
local treasuries. 

8. Another defect needing prompt remedy 
ie the long delay in collecting local taxes, 
whereby the revenue for one fiscal year is 
not collected until nearly the close of the 
succeeding fiscal year. Legislation enabling 
cities (as counties do now) to make their “iy 
propriations at the close of one fiscal y 
for the succeeding year would bave the ef- 
fect of permitting cities to collect the reve- 
nue for each fiscal year within the year in 
which it is expended. 

There may be some other remedial legisla- 
tion urgently demanded for notorious and 
undisputed defects in the law, and, as all 
these provisions have heretofore been dis- 
cussed and are generally understood, it is to 
be hoped that the Legislature, if it shall ap- 
point the Revenue-Law Commission, will 
embody these into the form of a law and 
pass them at this session. Even if the Com- 
mission be appointed, these provisions, being 
of great urgency, might be also passed.

THE EXTRA SESSION OF CONGRESS. 

It is evident the Democrats and Confeder- 
ates are intent upon forcing the President to 
call an extra session of Congress. Their 
object is to organize the new Congress at as 
early a date as they can, so as to guard 
against any possible combinations or con- 
tingent events that may place the frail Demo- 
cratic control of the next Congress in jeop- 
ardy. This partisan control is threatened by 
various circumstances. The Greenbackers 
are languishing for want of an issue, since 
resumption robbed them of their stock in 
trade, and they may go over in a body to the 
Republican party on other national issues. 
The harmony of the Democratic party is im- 
periled by the breach between the Northern 
and Southern factions, which may widen out 
and threaten disruption in the next 
few months. In order, therefore, to 
avert these dangers, and particularly the in- 
flucnce their possible occurrence may exert 
on the elections next fall, the Democratic 
managers desire to secure an early organiza- 
tion of both Senate and House, and thus 
promote a common desire among all factions 
to pull together for the spoils. In order to 
bring about this extra session, the Demo- 
crats in the House propose to tack on to the 


Appropriation bills certain legislative acts, . 


such as the repeal of the test oath and the 
National Election law, to which the Repub- 
lican Senate will probably refuse to agree ; 
an adjournment without completing the ap- 
propriations would necessitate an extra 
session, and the partisan purpose would thus 
be subserved. But these Democratic man- 
agers ignore the fact that the President will 
not be compelled to call such extra sesrion 
immediately upon the termination of the 
present Congress. He may postpone it till 
midsummer, as the fiscal year does not end 
till July 1; andin that case the chief aim 
of the Democrats would be defeat- 
ed, and the gentlemen responsible for 
the extra session would experience 
the delights of spending the dog-days in 
Washington with the thermometer in the 
nineties. These Democratic managers also 
seem to ignore that a serious responsibility 
attaches to an extra session, which may do 
their party more damage than a partisan 
organization of the new Congress will benefit 
it. An extra session will impose an enormous 
extra expense upon the country, and increase 
taxation to that extent; the people will not 
approve this feature of the proceeding. lt 
will also continue the unsettled and uncer- 
tain condition incident to a prolonged threat 
of new legislation at atime when the coun- 
try wants to be at peace, and when business 
interests will thrive the beiter with the as- 
surance that there will be no legislative dis- 
turbance. For these reasons the Democratic 
managers will be wise in avoiding the 
responsibility of an extra session, which will 
be plainly upon them if they make it 
necessary by attaching extraneous and 
partisan legislation to the Appropriation 
bilis, and thereby bring about their failure. 


FINAL TREATY BETWEEN RUSSIA AND 
TURKEY. 

The Russian and Turkish Governments 
have taken the final step towards closing up 
the matters at issue between them, and the 
Definitive Treaty, a cablegram states, is now 
ready for ratification. It disposes of the 
temporary Treaty of San Stefano by provid- 
ing that all the stipulations of the latter that 
were modified by the Powers in the Treaty of 
Berlin shall remain as modified, and the re- 
mainder are supplanted by the new Treaty. 
The San Stefano Treaty was only a tempo- 
rary bridge over the difficulties, to be with- 
drawn when he Definitive one was finished. 
There is but little new matter in the latter, 
and its most important provision touches the 
indemnity. The gross sum is fixed at three 
hundred millions of paper roubles, and made 
payable in that money, though the time of 
payment is not fixed, but left-open, as it was 
in the San Stefano. Treaty. The provision, 


however, is mutually advantageous. The 


war left Russia, as the war left us, 
with an enormous volume of depreciated 
legal-tender paper afloat. The value of the 
paper rouble is 70 cents, but it has depre- 
ciated 30 or 40 cents in value, which will en- 
able the Turks to buy it up cheap for coin, 
and when paid back to Russia she can retire 
it and thus relieve herself from her debased, 
fluctuating currency which is an intolerable 
burden. No avenue of escape had hereto- 
fore been apparent. No term has been fixed 
for the payment of the indemnity, and no 
mention is made of interest. With regard 
to anterior claims against Turkey, Prince 
GorTscHakorr declared in the Congress that 
the indemnity should not affect the interests 
of the Porte. In discussing the Definitive 
Treaty, the Russiaris sought to construe this 
declaration as meaning bondholders, but the 
interpretation was finally abandoned, so 
that, as the Treaty now stands, the indem- 
nity cannot affect the Turkish securities or 
take precedence of any priorclaims. The 
claim for the expense of taking care of the 
Turkish prisoners is kept apart from the 
indemnity, and in the discussion there was a 
wrangle, the Russians wishing to cal- 
culate the expense up to the time 
of the prisoners’ return, while the Turks 
maintained that it should be calculated only 
to the time of the signing of the San 
Stefano Treaty. The dispatches do not 
intimate how it was settled, except that 
the payment is to be made in twenty- 
one installments. The only other pro- 
vision of consequence declares that the 
Russians shall evacuate Turkish territory 
within forty days after the ratification of the 
Treaty. 


The difficulties between Russia and Tur- 
key may now be considered as settled— 


until trouble breaks out ge _ a 

resent appearances that wi . 
iain! between Southern Bulgaria and 
Turkey seems to be inevitable after the de- 
parture of the Rassians. The Treaty of 
Berlin, it will be remembered, accords to 
the Turks the right to oecupy certain of the 
passes through the Belkan Mountains and 
establish armed garrisons. Between 
Constantinople and the Balkans, there 
fore, the uthern Bulgarians — will 
be between the upper and lower 
mill-stones of Turkish intolerance. A dis- 
patch in the London Times of Jan. 23 fore- 
shadows trouble, It says: ‘‘The reports 
drawn up by the majority of the Foreign 
Consuls for their respective Governments are 
stated to express the opinion that it will be 
impossible for the Turkish troops to return to 
Roumelia and the Balkans, and that there is 
every prospect that the future Governor of 
Roumelia will meet with a general passive 
resistance.” It adds to the gravity of the 
situation that the Northern Bulgarians, now 
erected into an independent State, are deter- 
mined to join hands with their Southern 
bretbren for incorporation into one great 
State. The first act of Turkish tyranny will 
undoubtedly be the signal for united opposi- 
tion. Meanwhile it is clear that, although the 
Russians agree to leave Southern Bulgaria, 
Bulgaria proper will for along time remain 
under Russian influences. The majority of 
the Bulgarians ere in favor of prolonging the 


Russian military occupation, and it is an-, 


nounced that on Sunday next, the time 
specified for the opening of the Bulgarian 
Assembly and the election of a Prince, a mo- 
tion will be made to postpone the election 
for two years, or, if that shall be considered 
an infraction of the Treaty of Berlin, then a 
man of straw will be elected, and Bulgaria 
will remain under Russian influences. The 
Definitive Treaty settles nothing except some 
financial matters. Hardly more could have 
been expected, when the Treaty of Berlin 
itself is only a temporary postponement of 
questions that must be answered co long a3 
the Turks remain in Europe as an independent 
Power. 


“THE OLD FLAG—AND AN APPROPRIA- 
TION.” : 

The Southern newspapers have naturally 
been stirred up by Gen. Braco’s warning 
that the Democratic party cannot be used 
merely as an instrument for collecting Rebel 
claims. ‘There 1s as much disposition among 
the Southern Democrats to resent this inter- 
ference of Northern Democrats with their 
plans as there is on the part of the Northern 
Democrats to resist the domination of the 
Southern faction. The utterances on both 
sides are equivalent to a general notice from 
each faction to the other that separation will 
be preferable to yielding. A few of the 
Northern Democratic politicians, like Gen. 
Brace, may be honestly and earnestly op- 
posed to the Southern raids on the United 
States Treasury, and mary others not so 
honest or patriotic will be constrained to 
take the same position, because they will 
dread the wrath of their constituenta if they 
shall ¢ommit themselves to the Southern 
raids; but the Southern press choose to 
regard this unexpected Northern resistance 
within the Democratic party asa result 
of cowardice on the part of all the 
Northern politicians. If by this use 
of the term ‘‘cowardice” is meant 
a deference to the sentiment of constitu- 
ents, it is a useful and commendable ele- 
ment in the politics of a country where the 
people are supposed to rule, and, in the case 
of the Southern war claims as well as South- 
ern subsidy-grabbing, the Democratic poli- 
ticians of the North dare not resist the oppo- 
sition of public sentiment to all these raids. 

The Southern newspapers seem to misjudge 
this state of things. Some of them advise 
an attempt at conciliation and the policy of 
concealment, while others come out with 
characteristic rashness and proclaim their 
readiness to break away from the Demo- 
cratic party at once unless they can be assured 
that the Southern claims for reimbursement 
for war losses and for sectional subsidies shall 
receive the support of the Northern Demo- 
crats. The effort of the Charleston (8, C.) 
News and Courier to patch up the breach be- 
tween the Northern and Southern factions, 
and at the same time save the pet claims 
and subsidy-measures of the Séuth, is very 
amusing. It smooths over Gen. Brace, and 
at the same time applauds Gen. CHatmers, 
It gives:in an adherence to the policy ad- 
vised by Ben Hr11, which included a negation 
of all war claims avd a refusal of all subsi- 
dies, but suggests certain curious modifica- 
tions. It wants exceptions made in favor of 
the Texas & Pacific Railroad; of $15,000,000 
which it now says is in the United States 
Treasury as proceeds from the sale of cap- 
tured cotton, and which it believes ought to 
be returned to the “‘ rightful owners”; and 
also of the Mississippi levee scheme and a 
few other ‘‘exceptional cases.” In other 
words, the policy is recommended of pro- 
claiming a platform opposed to the payment 
of war claims and sectional subsidies with a 
mental reservation that will subsequéntly 
admit all these raids on the Treasury. This 
journal professes that it is as much opposed 
to the reimbursement of “so-called loyal- 
ists” as Gen. Brace is, and quotes approv- 
ingly Gen. Cuatmers’ statement that 
‘*Southern loyalty to the Union during the 
War meant disloyalty to everything he held 
dear.” This is equivalent to an admission 
that the real Southern demands made upon 
the Government are for the benefit of men 
who were disloyal. . 

The Vicksburg (Miss.) Herald is more 
outspoken about the impending conflict be- 
tween the Northern and Southern factions of 
the Democratic party. It expresses the 
belief that the Northern Democrats in Con- 
gress, in the fear of being visited with the 
displegsure of their constituents, will oppose 
the pet Southern projects for reaching the 
Public Treasury, and announces that, in such 
case, the Southern Democrats are ready to 
dissolve the partnership. It regards Gen. 
Braaa’s speech as reflecting the belief of a 
majority of the Northern Democrats that the 
demands of the Southern Democrats are 
unreasonable, and says the time has arrived 
when Southern Democrats must congider 
what they will do; the programme is out- 
lined by the assertion that “ We [é. ¢., the 
Southern Democrats} cannot affiliate nor co- 
operate with men who suspect us or who are 
afraid to stand up for us, and we can’t afford 
to go into the fight and take all the risk,” 
The following paragraph is particularly sig- 
nificant : 


**In 1880 the two great parties will contend for 
the National Government. When this contest 
comes on the South wiil be asked to go forward and 
elect the Democrat. She will be asked to risk ail 
that is dear to her—local self-government—to do 
this. Already Grant is spoken of as the Repub- 
lican standard-bearer, and that man is @ foo} in- 
deed who does not know that Guay? will do his 
best to resurrect the ‘Republican party of the 
South’ if he shall be elected. This is true of any 
of the Radical candidates now spoken of as things 
now stand, —that is, with the South dong its level 
best against the ‘Northern Republican party.’ 
The South could ik even & ¢on- 
tinuation of Mr. Tgs' policy. This is 


the risk the Sonth is asked to take by Northern 


’ Democrats. Southern Democrats have always done 


what was asked of them by their Northern allies, 
relying on their promises to see justice done when 
our party grew strong enough to out-vote the Re- 
publicans. Recent occurrences in both Houses of 
Congress show that these promises have been vio- 
lated. The Presidential struggle will be one to de- 
cide which set of Northern men shail control the 
National Government, and it is easy to see that 
the South need risk nothing by severing ber alle- 
giance to the National Democratic partr. We 
know there will be a great hue and cry against such 
a step as this by the old prejudiced Bourbons, bat 
we say, without fear of successful contradiction, 
that it is preferable to risking all we have gsined 
merely to serve men who are afraid of our fellow- 


abip. ” 
These expressions of Southern sentiment 


gleaned from leading Southern newspapers 
are sufficient. to indicate with certainty that 
the South is’ prepared to adopt Col. Sellers’ 
platform, viz.: ‘The old flag—and an ap- 
propriatien.” They amount to a warning to 
Northern Democrats that the Southern 
faction will only go into the next Presiden- 
tial contest with the assurance that their 
claims for reimbursement on account of war 
losses, and for sufficient subsidies to make 
up for the lost time while the South was in 
rebellion, will receive the active support of 
the Northern Democrats. ‘The Southern 
faction threatens to bolt unless it can be 
convinced of the readiness of the Northern 
faction to acquiesce in its demands, This 
ultimatum places the Democratic party in 
not merely aun embarrassing bat a perilous 
condition. If the Northern Democrats stand 
by Gen. Brace, as they ate undoubtedly in- 
clined to do, and boldly proclaim their de- 
termination to resist Southern domination for 
the purpose of raiding the Treasury, then 
they will not enjoy the assistance of the 
Southern Democrats in electing their Presi- 
dent. If, on the other hand, the Northern 
Democrats desert the position taken by Gen. 


Brace and yield to the intimidation of the . 


Southern faction, it is certain that they will 
lose those Northern States which are neces- 
sary to their electing the next President. 
The conflict between the two factions has 
come, and it seems to threaten the defeat of 
the Democratic party whichever horn of the 
dilemma may be taken. b 
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The Cincinnati Commercial charges Prof, 
MaTuews, of this city, with plagiarism.

The coincidence is certainly strong; but it 
should be remembered that Prof. Matusws 
uses commonplace books.

The millers of Minnesota have been annoyed 
a good deal of late by wire in the wheat, caused 
by the use of wire-binding harvesting machin- 
ery. At one time the matter had become so 
troublesome that they thought seriously of ad- 
vising the disuse of such machinery. But away 
has been found out of the difficulty by the in- 
vention of a simple and exceedingly in- 
genious device consisting of two gangs of 
horse-shoe magnates, four in one and five in the 
other, placed in a spout through which the wheat 
passes. The process of extracting wire from the 
wheat inthis manner was exhibited before the 
Millers’ Association in session in 8t. Paul Fri- 
day. The J’ress of the 8th inst. says: “ By the 
severest tests it was demonstrated that every 
particie of wire was arrested. Numerous pieces, 
from the size of a pin-head to an inch in length, 
were counted and mixed with a quantity of 
wheat, and being passed through the spout the 
exact number would be found upon the magnets. 
The millers were highly pleased with the work- 
ings of the simple device, andit will be un- 
doubtedly introduced into all the mills. The 
chief point of interest in this matter is the fact 


that this is not a patent, nor have its projectors ‘ 


any tosell. itis merely a hint to millers that 
with an outlay of a few dollars they can them- 
selves pumagnets into their milis which will 
obviate the objections hitherto urged against 
wire-binding harvesting machinery.’ .

Sr. Louis, Feb. 10.—For several days past a 
rumor regarding the County Treasurer of St. 
Clair ‘County, Illinois, George W. Sieber, has 
been quietly circulating among a chosen few. 
Outside parties who attempted to learn any- 
thing about the matter met with a ool rebuff, 
and were informed that there was no truth in 
the story that Sieber was a defaulter to a con- 
siderable amount,—that it was a base slander, 
etc. Togive color to the rumors, Treasurer 
Sieber was absent from his office, and inquiries 
at his home failed to reveal his where- 
abouts. Friday the County Commissioners— 
Messrs. Henry Barthel, Frank Poignee, and 
Fred Horne—decided to investigate the matter, 
not placing much faith in the rumored defalca- 
tion, and thinking that Sieber could explain the 
matter satisfactorily, but he could not be found, 
and then the Commissioners concluded to make 
inquiries at the banks, where the county’s 
money was usually deposited. Investigation 
was first bepun at the Belleville Nationa! Bank, 
and a few hours sufficed to show that Treasurer 
Sieber was in debt to the bank in the sum of 
$11,000 or more in overdrawn orders. Further 
inquiry .révealed the fact that -there 
was also a shortage of several thousand dollars 
in the Treasury, but just how mucly could not 
be learned at the time. On Saturday evening 
the missing Treasurer returned home on the II- 
linois Central at 9 p. m., either from St. Louis 
or Easf St. Louis, but not the least information 
could be gotten from him, even by:his most in- 
mate friends. He declared:the whole story a 
falsehood,, but still would not explain the 


The affair creates no little excite- 
ment in Belleviile,. and thik. morning 
the whole town was astir at an early 
hour in order to learn the latest developments 
in the, case. Treasurer Sieber came to his office 
at arather early hour, looking gloomy and de- 
spondent, and positively refused to reply to all 
inquiries. The Commissioners and other county 
officials were also at work early in ‘the day, and 
by 10 o’clock it was known positively that the 
defalcation amounted to about $35,000, and that 
the assets amounted to only $15,000, which 
leaves a deficiency of $20,000. * A meeting 
of the defaulting Treasurer’s bondsmen was 
held this fggyenoon, and it was, decided to 
make the shortage geod as soon as ‘possible, but 
what action was decided upon in regard to the 
Treasurer was not made known. Sieber had 
given the usual bond of $200,000 on the 26th day 
of November, 1877, with the fvlldgwing named 
gentlemen as security: George W. Sieber, Chris- 
tian Stern, George Grossman, John Kloeas, 
Ferdinand Rabach, Aug Tieman, B: Lengfelder, 
Jacob Brosus, Sebastian Tietsam, Johna G. 
Vogle, Peter Schwinn, George Rodemeyer, Jo- 
seph Viele, Fred Baker, J. N. Murén, Christian 
Moelier. As the list includes ohly the most 
prominent and wealthy citizens of Belleville and 
vicinity, no fears are entertained ip regard to 
the payment of the indebtedness, | What has 
become of the missing money noljody knows, 
apparently. Sieber came from Cehbtreville, 8t. 
Cjair County, several years ago, with bis famiiy, 
and has always been .considered! an upright, 
honest citizen. He has served as County Treas- 
urer twice previous to bis present term, and 
there has never been any shortage in his ac- 
counts, althougi it Was known at the time of 
the last election that, if Was not 
re-elected, he would be indebted to 
the countf to a considerable amount, 
and for-this reason was given another opportu- 
nity to get square in the office. The experiment 
was a failure, and bas-been proven, He has al- 

ways lived in moderate style, drank very little, 

and never gambled, so far as is known. He 
lost $8,000 when the o!d People’s Bank of Belle- 
ville went under, several months since, how- 
ever, and also has made some pin age eg in- 
vestments of a private character with the coun- 
ty’s money. He could ‘not 
used his own money, for he is worth 
nothing, and ‘only made about $23,509 
a year out of his office. One of the gpeculatious 
was the purchase of a barrei-bung ‘manufactur- 
ing patent. He bought the necessary machin; 
ery with which to run the patent ahd then tried 
to ungersell Kirby, the millionaire bung-manu- 
facturer of Cincinnati. It is needléss tosay that 
he lost money in that transaction. | These losses 
amounted to one-half the defalcation, however.

Will 
Hale and Marcus Craig surrendered to Sheriff

Morris, with Steve and Jim Isaacs and George 
Newman, went to the residence of the two first. 
While the,family were at supper, loud raps 
were heard at the front door. Hale opened the 
door and Frank Morris entered,.followed by the 
four othermen. A!l were invited to take chairs. 
Frank said: “ Will, l want to see@’you.’’ Mor- 
ris went out, Hale following. © Frank said: 
‘God damn you, I have come to kill you.” 
The conversation was heard; loud and hard 
words coming from Morris. The others went 
out, Steve Isaacs in the lead. Frank took hold 
of Hale’s gollar, Oid man Morris! ran out and 
went between them, throwing Frank’s arm off 
Hale’s collar, Frank ali the time having, his pis- 
tol in his hand and pointing it at Hale. As soon 
as the father stepped back, both fired simulta- 
neously, Frank falling dead, Hale unburt. A 
few more shots were fired at tiale from another 
direction, doing no harm, as Hale sought safer 
quarters, the hammer of his pistol getting out 
of order. He stood his ground aa long as he 
could. Firing was then heard in the house. 
Charlies Morris had gone into the room 
wheré Craig was nursing a_ sick child 
and commenced abusing them, saving: “ God 
d—n you, Il haye come to kill you, and Frank 
to kill Hale.’’ Atthis he drew his pistol and 
aimed at Craig’s heart, but Craig caught his 
arm, and the bullet embedded itseif iu the ceil- 
ing above, Then firing commenced again, and 
Charies was shot in the left lung. |He went out 
and started for his house, which was near by. 
jis moans aud cries were heard by his wife and 
hers, and they went to his assistance and took 
bim bome. He died soon after. The cause of 
the bitterness was that their father, Mason 
Morris, a well-to-do farmer and an exemplary 
man, had deeded his land to his daughters and 


left the boys out of the will. Mr, Morris said 
be was old, and his sons-in-law would take good 
eare of him during the remamder of bis life.

The Merey Merrick of Wilkie Collins’ drama 
comes far short, both in dramatic interest and 
in moral purpose, of Camille, and we doubt if 
even the art of Miss Ada Cavendish can elevate 
such a character into a heroine worthy of human 
sympathy. At the very best, it is no more than 
an exhibition of theatrical art, and, unfortupate- 
ly, the best that can be said of Miss Cavendish 
in this part is, that she has employed her ad- 
mirabie talent in the service of a work that has 
neither moral aim, nor, artistically, any definite 
meaning beyond the exhibition of cer- 
tain natural emotions. It should be re- 
membered that the majority of those who 
visit the theatre do so very Muchin the same 
spirit in which they begin the last new novel. 
In the first place they want to be entertained, 
and, having enticed them so far, the novelist, or 
the dramatist, is expected to furnish not only 
episodes, but some consistent portraiture that 
may appeal to the intellectual as well as to the 


emotional part of our nature. To get properly 
interested in a character we bave tg believe her 
in the right, and, if we believe that. it matters 
very little whether the person is strictly vir- 
tuous or not. Weare called upon to sympa- 
thize with Camille because she is the victim of 
circumstances, and is exhibited asin a constant 
struggle, and at great and no- 
ble sacrifices, to free herself from 
her bondage. Mercy Merrick is a woman 
of alower type. From the beginning to the 
end of her career there is nothing higher in her 
aspirations than the enjoyment of the luxurious 
ease of a home, and the comfort of being petted 
and loved: She is introduced as a reformed 
prostitute, but the love of fine dress and ease, and 
plenty of all good thingé, proves too much for 
her, and she continues to be a thief, even after 
the real owner of her stolen treasures comes 
back to claim her rightful dues. It is curious 
to note that the audience seems to be in sympa- 
thy all through this play with the confidence 
woman, and that the moueést young woman in 
black, who is made to suffer intolera- 
ble wrongs by the brazen effrontery of 
the impostor, is looked upon as an intruder. 
Something of this is due tothe tactof the 
dramatist, and a good deal to the fact that the 
woman in possession wears fine apparel. -And 
then the ending of the strange story story comes 
as a sounding slap in the face to the old theory 
in the novelists’ art that virtue should be re- 
warded and vice punished. Here the bad woman 
—who only hesitates occasionally when her 
personal prospects are endangered, but who 
never seems to be repentant—is requited by 
marriage to an amiable parson. This is the re 
ward, we suppose, for having kept another 
feliow-creature in agony. 

But, dismissing all this as palpably absurd 
from a moral standpoint, the play offers abun- 
dant scope for dramatic action. Miss Cavendish 
makes her audience feel this in her admirabie 
impersonation of Mercy Merrick. The best and 
the worst of it is that every one sees what an 
accomplished artist Miss Cavendish is, and for- 
gets what a despicable creature Merey Merrick 
was. So that it amounts to nothing higher than 
au exhibition of fine theatri¢ art. ‘ihe spectator 


admires the actress and her art, but goes away. 


with the sense that be has been deluded, and 
this, of course, will be accepted as sincere 
praise to the artist. 
touch in almost everything she does, particu- 
lariv when she mounts intoeghe passionate 
mood. Miss Cavendish evidently seeks to 
depict a woman wronged by fate, seeking re- 
dress at the expense of bonesty and self- 
respect, but hurried at timesto the border of 
madness at the sight of her victim’s wrongs. 
She reveals, in the conflict of the selfish with 
the better nature of the Woman, a depth of 
passionate emotion which could not but appeal 
the admiration of her bearers, and the only re- 
gret to be felt was that which lay in the after 
reflection that she was portraying a character 
which is a manifest falsity, if pot ao absurdity. 
The cast was very well represented, Miss 
Weaver taking the part of Grace Hoseberry, Mr. 
Learock that of Julian Gray, Mr. Kelly as Lorace 
Hoimeroft, and Miss Jamisga representing Lady 
Janet. Next to -Wercy Merrick, the most inter- 
esting character in the piece is Julian Gray. Mr. 
Learock’s idea of the man does not very well 
carry out the description given of bim by Lady 
Janet, but rather conveys the impression of a 
very preachy, solemn, and somewhat tedious 
young parson, who could be yery readily se- 
duced into a snare prepared by some conniving 
and not over-serupulous young woman, former- 
ly an inmate of « refuge for reforming outcasts. 
Perhaps in this respect he improve 
author’s iaea, tut we doy’t think he meant it.

His new play, which bas Leen announced 
and written up with darivg audacity for months, 
was brougkt out at the Grand Opera-House to- 
night. The sublime cheek of a man who could 
write five acts of such bald and 
drizzling puerilities, is one of the 
things which pass all understanding. 
The monugnental effrontery of a manager who 
would consent to put such a sickening meas be- 
fore the public ought to secure him the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President: and the sweet 
and forgiving charity of an. audience which 
could tame its spirits into subjection long 
enough to see the periorMance through, is al- 
most too holy to speak about. For some years 
Mr. Miller bas been trying to give us something 
surpassingly splendid iw the way of drivel. 
He may as well quit now. A thousand retreats 
for the demented, all rolled into one, 
could not soar 60 far into the 
dizzy heights of sillivess as Joaquin has. 
**Mexico” is a string of flapdoodie speeches, 
containing neither pith nor moment. It is 
without form and void.

MISS CARY’S ** MIGNON.” 

The careful criti¢ of the Boston Advertiser 
says of Miss Cary’s personation of Mignon, 
which she sang for the first time last Friday 
evening at Boston: . 

The Boston Theatre was crowded last nicht. on 
the occasion of Miss Cary’s benefit, with a brilliant 
and excitable audience. Miss Cary was welcomed 
On her appearance with every demonstration of 
pleasure, was repeatedly called before the curtain, 
and was presented with even more than the con- 
ventional quantity of flowers. The opera was 
**Mignon,”’ and Miss Cary took the part of the ber- 
oine for the first time. She achieved a fair degrce 
of success; and more than this we think we cannot 
say. itis hardly possible that Miss Cary should 
fail in anytning, now that she has become #0 astute 
and experienced a performer, but some parts are 
better fitted to her than others, and the siimple- 
hearted, intense A/.gndn seems not exactly to adapt 
iteeif either to Miss Cary’s physical or spiritual con- 
ditions. There were traces of effort and seif- 
consciousness throughout the im persona - 
tion, many of which will. doubt- 
lees disappear at a’.second performance, but 
some of which, we venture to predict, will re- 
main to impair ite beauty. Viewing the imper- 
eonation as a whole, if is to be said that Miss Cary 
was most successful In its pertectly serious parts, 
all of which she piaved devotediy and some of 
which she played strongly. Her best single pae- 
sage was the denunciaiion in the second tableau 
of the second act, into which sbe threw a great 
deal of feeling, but the third act showed more sus- 
tained power and deeper emotion than any other 
portion of the overa, and was indeed impressive 
and beautiful. Miss Vary’s comedy in the second 
act Was not so much to our taste; it had a sort of 
good-natured drollery, but in its ‘* business” 
there was too much repetition, and Mignon’s 
peeviehness and irritation were farcically exagger- 
ated and made too prominent, the intense feeling 
which should underlie them and modify their 
character being to & great degree ignored or for- 
gotten. The jighter music of Mignon’s part is not 
particularly suited tothe quality of Miss Cary's 
voice, but ail the graver and stronger numbers 
were finely and beautifully interpreted. 

The Journal! says: 

Mies Cary’s experiment was in the main highly 
successful, and there were times when she aroused 
great enthusiasm. Her rendering of ‘* Non conosci 
ti bel suol”’ has jong been known to the concert- 
room as a pleasin performance. In the Styrienne, 
in the second act, she was also heard to fine advan- 
tage, and here she gained an encore. Some of the 
music taxed her powers somewhat on account of 
its upward range, but most of it lies easily within 
reach of a mezzo soprano voice. Her acting was 
spirited, and often quite impressive. For al! this, 
however, Miss Cary is not destined to win the same 
distinction orthe same amount of applause a so- 
prano would gain in the part.

CARL ROSA’S ** RIENZI.’’ 

The Cari Rosa troupe gave a performance of 
Wagoer’s “ Rienzi” in English at Her Majesty’s 
Theatre, London, on the 27th ult., with Mr. 
Maas and Jenny Van Zandt in the leading parts. 
The London Times devotes two columns to the 


occasion, and, in closing, says: 

We have little space ieft to epeak of the perform- 
ance in such terms a8 it deserves to be spoken of. 
No higher praise can, perhaps. be bestowed on it 
than by eaying that one leaves it impressed with its 
general excellence rather toan with single striking 
features. This is especially satisfactory in an opera 
where everything depends so much on an efficient 
ensemble as it doesin ** Rienzi.” The work nas 
been called a ‘* one-part”’ play, but it must not be 
forgotten that the cnoraus plays at least as impor- 
tant a part as the hero, anditisin marshaling 
choral masses that Mr. Rosa's qualities as a con- 
ductor are chiefly shown. Careful rehearsing, more- 
over, Was evinced thronghout. Such an ef- 
fect as the plano in the ** Chorus 
from the Lateran” ts seldom heard on 
the stage, and, in epite of _ slight 
mishaps, inevitable dn a first night, the perform- 
ance, especially as regards chorus and orchestra, 
may be called highly intelligent, and in every way 
satisfactory. We notice last not least the solo 
singers, amongst whom Mr. Maas, the representa- 
tive of the hero, claims our first attention. He is 
not the herote tenor parexce!lence required for the 
full embodiment of the part, which was written 
for Tichatecheck, one of the most powerful singers 
the German stage has ever proauced. But Mr. 
Maus’ conception of the part was throughout ear- 
nest and sefined, and from a musical point of view 
many excellent qualities might be mentioned. One 
of these is Gistinctness of declamation, important 
especially in a performance the success of 
which do douovt largely depended on the 
English libretto carefully apd skilifuily pre- 
pared oy Mr. Jotun P. Jackson. Of Madame 
Crosmond’s /rene ant Madame Vanzini's Adriano 
we also can speak favorably, reserving more de- 
tailed criticisms for @ later occasion. The minor 
parts of Stefano Colonna, Paoio Orsini, and the 
Papal Legate were efficient filled by Messrs. 
George Olmi, Walter Bolton, and Henry Pope 
respectively. A word of —— praise is due to 
the charming wav iniwhich Miss Georgina Burns 
sang the beautiful melody assigned to the Mes- 
senger of Peace. Her well-trained and sympathetic 
voice, and simple but effective declamation of the 
words, were exactly the qualities required to give 
due emphasis to the Charming strains of the music. 
We may finally state that the opera, to judge by 
the dpplause “ty after each act, was a de- 
ciced success. Mr. Rosa and the chief singers 
were repeatedly called before the curtain, and the 
audience throaghout the performance showed an 
interest which bodes well for the future saccess of 
Engiish opera. 


MRS. BESANT. 

She Obtains from the Master of the Rolls 
the Right of Access to Her Children, 
Lomdun Telegraph. 

The case of Besant against Wood came up be- 
fore the Master of the Rolls onJan. 21, the 
plaintiff, the Rev. Frank Besant, seeking to have 
the trusts of a deed of separation between him- 
self and his wife, Mrs. Besant. carried into exe- 
cution under the direction of the Court; and 
praying ap injunction to restrain the defendant 


trom molestingvor annoying the plaintiff. 

Mr. Ince, Q. U., said the important question 
between the parties was, of course, the continu- 
ance of the injunction which had been already 
granted, and which the plaintiif sought to have 


made perpetual. 

Mrs. Besant (wht appeared in person), inter- 
rupting—That is pot correct. Your Lordship 
merely made an nterim order in the matter; an 


injunction has never been granted. 

The Master of the Rolls—Do you appear in 
person agaiv, Mrs. Besant? 

Mrs. Besant—I do, my Lord.

The Master of the Rolls—Youdo not object to 
a divorce or judicial separation? 

Mr. Ince thought it would be right that one 
shouid be obtained. 

‘The Master of the Rolls—Well, | have power 
to grant a decree for judicial separation if the 
lady wishes for it and the necessary amend- 
ment is made in the counter-claim. 

Mr. loce Would strongly advise his client to 


agree. 

The Master of the Rolls said there could then 
be no further difficulty. 

Mrs. Besant—i certainly have no wish to drag 
out the unhappy story in the Divorce Court. 

The Master of the Rolis—It cannot be desir- 
able for either you, your husband, or your chil- 
dren that more scandal should be risked than 
can be avoided. 

Mrs. Besant--I offered any compromise be- 
fore your Lordsuip, but if I succeed in that I shall 
cain my freedom. Of course, | must have 
reasonable access to the children? 

‘The Master of the Rolls—Of course. 

Mr. Ince had not the slightest objection. Mr. 
Besant had only been afraid that al) sorts of liti- 
gatiun were about to commence. 

The Master of the Rolls—No; it will begin and 
end there, with an ordinary decree for judicial 
separation, neither more nor less. 

Mrs. Besant—Would that dispose of the ap- 
peal and everything 

The Master of the Rolls—I did not know 
there was an appeal pending. 

Mrs. Besant said she had applied to the Lords 
Justices in the matter, andit was not by her 
own desire she had again appeared before his 
Lordsbip. 

The Master of the Rolls—You have certainly 
not come by mine.

A NOBLE ROWDY FINED.

Lord Aylesford’s Assault on a Doorkeeper, 
and a Newspaper's Comment Thereon. 
Landon Standard, Jan. 23. 

The Earl of Aylesford appeared at Bow street 
yesterday to answera summons charging him 
with having assaulted two officials of the Royal 
Italian Opera-House, Covent Garden. Christo- 
pher Richards said: On Monday evening de- 
fendant came to the theatre; he askea for box 
30; I referred tothe list and found that the 
ticket had not been tendered; I asked for the 
ticket.

Mr. Campbell told bim that we must 
have some more explanation as to who the box 
belonged to, and placed ourselves in front of 
the defendant. His Lordship placed his hand 
ou Mr. Campbell’s chest and pushed him back, 
This caused Mr. Campbell to fall. A second 
time Mr. Campbell was pushed when he tried 
to explain. Not knowing bis Lordship I said, 
* Be cautious, sir; remember the consequences 
of assaulting an officer in the execution of his 
duty.’ He said, ‘lam Lord Aviesford; who is 
your manager? I shall report you for insulting 
me and refusing to allow me to pass to my box.’ 
Just then some gentlemen came with the ticket 
and one of them said, ** Here is the ticket; what 
is the matter?” His Lordship said to his friends, 
‘‘Look at those scoundrels.””’ He accused me 
of insulting him. I said, **My Lord, there has 
not been an insulting word used by me. It has 
come from you to us.”” He used a very insult- 
ing expression to me then, and I said, ‘Sure! 
thatis not the languageof a gentiemap.”’ 
stood aside to allow his Lordship to pass. I felt 
a shock upon mv head, and i did not know 
whether my head was off or my hat. My hat 
was knocked off and broken. 

Mr. Fred Campbell—I am a clerk em- 
ployedin the Treasurer’s department of Covent 
Garden Theatre. On the evening of the 15th 
the defendant came about 9:30 and asked Rich- 
ards for Box 30. Richards said: ‘“ Your ticket, 
sir,’ when his Lordship said: ‘* Box 30, I tell 
you,” and walked past. When his Lordship 
walked past Richards the latter followed him 
and asked for bis ticket. I went forward and 
told his Lordship he could not pass to Box 30 
without his ticket. He said: ‘** D—— yo 
show me Box 30.”” I asked him for the name o 
the person who took the ticket. He refused. I 
asked if any one was following with the ticket. 
He would not tell me, but said: ** Show me Box 
30, you scoundrel.”’ He then struck me a Vio- 
ijeut blow on the chest, and I fell down the 
stone stairs. I got up, and he repeated the 
biow. 

Mr. Vaughan—Did you communicate with the 
defendant before taking out thissummons? 

Witness—No. 

Has he expressed any regret that this should 
have taken place? No. 

Mr. Lewis said if Lord Aylesford had done 
wrong vo one would be more ready than he to 
offer an apology, but he maintained that the 
whole was a gross exaggeration. 

Mr. Vaughan said there might have been 
some little exaggeration in the case, but Lord 
Aylesford did not preserve his temper. It was 
to be regretted that Lord Aylesford was not 
content with reserving his complaint for the 
proprietor of the theatre, by whom such com- 
plaint would have beecv immediately attended 
to.

FRANCO-AMERICAN COMMERCE. 


A Letter from M. Leon Chotteau to Our 
Commercial Bodies, 

M. Leon Chotteau, delegate of the French 
Committee who are endeavoring to procure 4 
reciprocity treaty between France and this 
country, bas addressed the following letter to 
the Presidents of the Chambers of Commerceand 
Boards of Trade, whom he cannot visit person- 
ally: 

You are aware that a French Committee is to- 
day, in xonnection with an American Committee, 
endeavoring to procure the conelusion of a 
reciprocity treaty between France and the 
United States. A project was voted upon at 
P in August last, and it is now my charge 
to on that preliminary work the 
opinion of the important body over which 
you preside. To do this usefully you ought, I 
think, to look only at your own interests, and 
examine bow an ioternational convention can 
increase your trade with France. Laying aside 
the question of principle, the men who take the 
initiative in the present movement desire to 
ameliorate a state of things which represses 
your progress and injures your interests by les- 
sening your exports. The French genera! tariff 
prohibits entirely the entrance into France of 
several American products, and taxes others 
with high duties. We offer you, instead of that 
genera) tariff, a conventional one which will 
give you, in France, the beuefit of the clause of 
the most favored nation. {f the prohibitions 
and the high duties are removed and a lower 
tariff substituted, the French market is opened 
to your trade. On your side, what concessions 
do you propose to give to France in return? 
Examine the project, and say how it must be 
modified in order to serve the interests you rep- 
resent. Herewith are a few documents. [ 
have fixed as the route of my second business 
circuit: New York, Boston, Baltimore, Phile- 
delphia, New Orleans, Cincinnati, St. 
Chicago, and Sap Francisco. I do not think i 
possible for me to go and see you in person. Be 
kind enough to address me, as soon as possible, 
four copies, signed, of your report. On my re- 
turn from the South, the West, and the Far 
West, I shall send three of those copies to the 
American Goverument, with the resolutions of 
the French Chamber of Commerce, after havi 
askea youif vou wish to join the délegatio 
which will go with me to Washington. I shail 
send the fourth copy to M. Menier, President of 
the French Committee.

THE REVENUE COMMITTTEE 


of the House held an important session this 
afternoon, for the purpose of listening to ap 
argument from Corporation-Connsel Bonfield, 
who arrived here this morning, and who depart- 
ed again for Chicago this evening, on the bill 
prepared by the Committee ftom the 
Mayors’ Convention, which assembled . here 
Jan. 15. ‘The obijl in question was 
introduced inthe House some weeks ago. A 
full synopsis has already appeared in Tue TRIB- 
UNE. Its provisions -are, therefore, more or 
less familiar to the citizens of Chicago and the 
people of the State. The practical features of 
this bill are, first, that it shortens the time be- 
tween the levying and the collection of taxes, so 
that the collection of taxes will keep pace with 
the expenditures during the year. it will be 
recollected, also, that it dispenses with 
the tax-list,. and provides, in place of 
the long and unnecessary discriptions of real 
estate now required by iaw, a simple deserip- 
tion of the warrant on which judgment is ap- 
plied for; also ashort notice on oroperty delin- 
quent after judgment and before sale. It is 
estimated by the Committee that this adver tise- 
ment will cost only from $300 to $400, when 
$40,000 or $50,000 have been heretofore expend- 
ed. By this measure

now required will be dispensed with by -using 
the Assessor’s book as a book for the collection 
of taxes during the different changes until judg- 
ment is applied for, and then aoplying ior judg- 
ment on the list as now, which list is used 
for all the subsequent precesses.

WISCONSIN. 
INSURANCE. 
. &pecial Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Mapison, Wis., Feb. 10.—The annual report 
of the Commissioner of Ingurance for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1878, is just pnblished. It 
shows that the risks written amounted to the 
sum of $138,057,476. The companies received 
premiums to the extent of $1,558,547.78. They 
incurred losses footing up $997,184.69, and paid 
out in losses $958,545.29. Eleven of the smaller 
companies doing business in the State last year 
have not reported, hence the statement of their 
transactions are omitted from the table, but 
they would not materially change the an- 
nounced result. These companies have not been 
relicensed for the present year. The Insurance 
Commissioner has collected over $5,000 in back 
taxes Since his appointment, April 1, of which 
$1,940 was paid by the American Insurance Com- 
pany of Chicago as tax On installment raves. 
The creation of the separate Department of In- 
suran¢e has resulted thus far ina saving to the 
State of over $7,000, thus showing the wisdom 
of the Legislature which organized it. The De- 
iartment, under the charge of Commissioner 
Spooner, enjovs the reputation of being one of 
the most efficient in the country. It is of all 
the least expensive and most economical. The 
appropriation for its maintenance is but $3,500 
per year. 

LEGISLATIVE. 

In the Assembly numé¢rous remonstrances 
were introduced against the passage of the bill 
requiring foreign insurance companies to certify 
to haying $100,000 reserve securities deposited 
with the Insurance Commissioner. The Railroaa 
Committee reported favorably on the bill ex- 
emptibg the lands of the North Wisconsin Raili- 
road for ten years. A motion to reconsider 
the vote by which the bill to sell the 
Wisconsin atlas to school districts was 
lost after some debate. Senate bills 
were concurred in to revise the charter of Chip- 
pewa Falls; authorizing the Secretary of State 
to audit the expenses of the Text-Book Com- 
mission; appropriating $1,000 to the Governor 
as Contingent Fund; appropriating $2,000 to 
the State Board of Health. A biil giving labor- 
ers the first lien on farm crops was killed. The 
Assembly wevt irto the Committee of the 
Whole, with Mr. Quarles in the chair. The bill 
to appropriate $5,000 to the Fish Commission 
provoked some opposition in the Committee on 
the-sceore of economy. Several local bills were 
indefinitely postponed. The Assembly adjourned. 

In the Senate—The Senate did good work to- 
night, ordering a large number of bills en- 
grossed. ‘The bill relative to the United States 
Coast Survey and memorial to Congress for re- 
surveys for Kewaunee Harbor were concurred in.

ALEXANDER MITCHELL.

MILWAUKEE, Feb 10.—In the course of an in- 
“terview with a reporter this morning, the Hon. 
Alexander Mitchel! stated that, as soon as the 
frost leaves the ground, the main fowa division 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
will be extended thirty miles west of the pres- 
ent terminus, Patterson. This extension will 
carry the line across the James River to the 
Vermillion. He said it had not yet been fully 
determined @0 what point on the Sioux River 
the road _ shall be constructed. While 
these thirty miles are being con- 
structed a conclusion will be reached 
whether the much-sought-for convection 
with Yankton shall be made, or acrossivg of 
the Missouri River shall be effected ata point 
considerably west and north of Yankton. Mr. 
Mitchell added: “{t is quite possibie that we 
may build to Yankton. This can be done by 
laying a track forty-five miles long in a south- 
westerly direction from the point that will be 
reached by the extension of thirty miles already 
concluded upon.”’ 

Mr. Mitchell also stated that the Hastings & 
Dakota Road will be extended this season to 
Big Lake, the extreme limit of the charter 
grant, an additional distance of seventy miles 
northwest. The full length of the Hastings & 
Dakota Branch or Division, when thus com- 
pleted, will be between 250 and 250 rolles. 

Concerning a probable extension of the lowa 
connections of the Westeru Union Railway 
southwesterly from Cedar Rapids to Ottumwa, 
where the 8t. Pau! Company owns an interest 
extensive coal mines, with Kansas Citv as the 
uitimate objective point, Mr. Mitchell informed 
the reporter that he did vot think anything 
would be done this year in that direction. The 
St. Paul Company’s Southern Lowa feeders of 
the Western Union Road were the means of 
furnishing the latter line with lucrative busi- 
ness. Without these feeders the Western Union 
could not keep its head above water. ‘The 
existing difficuity in relation to the default in 
the payment of interest on the coupons of 
Western Union bonds beid bv foreign capitalists 
does notin any way affect the lives connecting 
with the Western Union from points west of the 
Mississippi, and therefore wii! not influence the 
St. Paul Company in determining when the 
work of extension southwestward from Cedar 
Rapids shall begin. The Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Company are fully alive to ‘the im- 
portance of this line. and it will no doubt be 
compieted to Kansas City within three years at 
the latest.

AMEKICAN CATTLE. 

It does not look as if the Canadian Govern- 
ment intends to rescind its action regarding the 
transportation of American cattle into or 
through Canada. Noneof the Canada roads 
do avy cattle business at present, and their 
losses on this account are considerable. Much 
fault is being found because the English Gov- 
ernment permits the importation of American 
cattle. loformation was received here last 
evening that the English Goveroment was about 
to issue orders prohibiting the importation of 
American cattle, and will not allow them to be 


landed hereafter. Still, there are many who 
think that po such suicidal policy 


ly exasperated about the action of the English 
and Canadian Governments, who are de- 
nounced in the severest terms. It is claimed 
that the action was simply taken to show the 


| animosity of the English towards the Ameri- | 
cans, and that there exists not the least cause | 


for the stepstaken. It is generally admitted 
that there is not the least vestige of an epidemic 
disease in the West at this time, and that the 
cattie bave never been ina healthier condition.

THE REAGAN BILL. 

Mr. C. W. Smith, Traffic Manager of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, has just re- 
turned from a trip to Washington. Mr. Smith 
says that while there he sounded a number of 
Senators regarcing their opinion of the Reagan 
Railroad bili, and he thinks there is not the 
least doubt that it will pass the Senate with 
some slight amendments. The railroad wen are 
throwing no obstacles whatever in the way of 
the passage of the bill. On the contrary, they 
seem to be rather anxious that it should becomea 
law. Most of oar railroad managers have be- 
come convinced that uniform and equitable rates 
cannot be maintained without some Con- 
gressional ction, and they are there- 
fore willing to give this law a_ trial, 
as none more favorable to their interests 
could be put through. They think the law will 

- work well if provisions were added to regulate 
the tratlic within States on the same basis as the 
inter-State traffic, and that the water routes be 
aiso incladed and placed under the same restric- 
tions ag the railroads. A prominent railway 
attorney stated yestgrday that he had )ooked up 
the Jaw regardipg the power of Congress to 
regulate the traffic within States, and he had no 
doubt that it could lawfully take such action. 
If this was done the rajlroads, especially those 
in the West, would be well supplied, because it 
would do away with the obnoxious railroad laws 
of the various Western States.

A Large Band Still meoversing the North. 


western Wilds—A Massacre by Little Wolf 
—Dull Knife-The Fort Robinson Pris- 


il Special Dispatch to The Tridune. 

Omana, Neb., Feb. 10.—A dispatch was re- 
ceived at military headquarters to-day from 
a camp on Snake River, Feb. 5, via Fort Robin- 
son, Feb. 9, to the effect that the military under 
Ferris had discovered a large Indian trail ten 
days or two weeks old, going southeast from the 
head of Boardman’s Fork. The trail was made 
by 300 or 400 head of stock, and the indications 
were that there were many squaws and children. 
The commanding officer at Camp Sheridan tele- 
graphs the particulars of the massacre of Frank 
Moorehead, James Ashbaugh, and two others 
on Cunning Water, Jan. 29, by Little Woltf’s 
Cheyennes, who also took @ large*number of 
horses from francbes, and, on dap. 
$1, surrounded Weatherell’s ranche, east of 
Flint Buttes, near the head of the Little White 
River, on the Fort Randal] road, and took all 
the provisions, but killed no one. There were 
about 100 bucks in the party, all well armed 
with breech-loading guns and pistols, and plenty 
of ammunition. TheY had 400 or 5300 borses. 
Thev started north for the forks of the Cheyenne 
River. it is thought they are vound up the old 
Chevenne trail, leading vorth through the Red 
Water Creek and Bejie Fourche country to join 
Sitting Bull. 

Dull Knife, wife, and son, of the band recently 
cleaned out at Fort Robinson, were at Pine 
Ridge Agency a few days ago, and left for Roes- 
bud Agency, probably to join the above party.

Omana, Feb. 10.—This afternoon nineteen 
Chevenve prisoners—seven men, six women, 
and six chiidren—arrived bere from Sidney, ac- 
companied by Lieut. Foote and a guard o 
soldiers. They occupied a special car. The 
bucks were all manacied, but seemed happy 
nevertheless, and shook hands with ail who eo- 
tered the car.

M’KINNON’S CHILDREN. 


The End of an Old Story. 

Nicholas B. Rappleye yesterday filed an affi- 
davit before Judge Knickerbocker showing that 
he is indebted to the estate of Laura, Cicero, 
and Virgil McKinnon, minors, whose guardian 
he was, to the sum of $12,539.29, which he fs un- 
able to make good. According to his report, 
since his last accounting the firm of Frisbie & 
Rappleye, of which he was a member, have met 
with great losses, and are now in bankruptcy. 
All of bis property was seized by his and the 
firm’s creditors, notwithstanding his vigorous 
opposition. in 1876 he made an assigument of 
$16,000 and a ‘library valued at $2,000 for 
the benefit. of the minors, this sum 
being sufiicient to pay his debts to the 
estate in full. This assignment, however, has 
been set aside by the Court and the property 
turved over to his creditors. He ciaims that, 
although acting honestly and without fraud .he 
has lost the entire assets of the estate, with the 
exception of two notes for smali amounts and 
of very doubtful value. The securities on his 
bond, be says, are worthless, so that the minors 
suffer complete loss without redress. He prays 
to be discharged, offering to submit to such an 
examination of his acts as the Court may deem 

roper. ‘lhe Court ordered that he file a new 
nd in the penal sum of $42,000, and, upon his 
admitting his inability to comply with the 
order, he was removed from his position of 
er and his letters of administration re- 
voued,

which has been published piecemeal since 187

TRIBUNE of May 19, 1877. The day previous the 

GUARDIAN HAD BEEN INDICTED 

for embezziing $23,000 from the aforesaid wards, 
the children of John J. McKinnon, an attorney, 
by his first wife. The allecations op which the 
indictment was based were about as follows: In 
November, 1871, the mother of the cbildren 
died io this city, leaving them a $20,000 policy in 
the Republic Life. The Company was then in 
clover, and the money was collected. On the 6th 
of May, 1872, Rappleye was appointed guardian, 
and took charge of the estate. Shortly after- 
wards Mr. McKinnon married bis second wife, 
moved from the city temporarily, and ljeft his 
children in the care of their guardian, from 
whom he learnedin the course of time that the- 
money had been invested in real-estate securi- 
ties, drawing 10 per cent interest, and that Miss 
Laura was at school at Notre Dame. All ap- 
peared to be going as merry a8 a marriage belli. 
ln the fall of 1876, bowever, Mr. McKinnon re- 
turned to the city and made, he alleged, certain 
discoveries which were anything but calculated 
to please and soothe him. Rappleye had, he as- 
serted, invested the money in his business, in- 
stead of real-estate securities, and, to make it 
worse, had failed. The boys were 
wandering about homeless and penniless, 
and the girl was threatened with being 
sent home from school because her tuition had 
not been paid. Mr. McKinnon learned that the 
guardian bad been figuriog in bankruptey pro- 
ceedings, and made a fruitless effort to recover 
the children’s money. It further appeared, he 
alleged, that at the time of such proceedings Rap- 
pleve’s assets were $200,000, and his liabilities 
about $50.000. and that the only ciaim since 
paid was that of Rappleye’s father-in-law, while 
the others were still pending in court in some 
shape or other, waiting the law’s delay. For 
the children there appeared to be and was no 
belp, and Mr. McKinnon laid the matter 
before the Grand Jury as the last 
resort. The result was, as above stated. an 
indictment for embezzlement. Rappleye was 
arrested the day after the indictment was re- 
turned into court, brougbt into the judicial 
presence, and gave bail in the sum of $15,000, 
with John S. Wallace and Ebenezer Holmes as 
sureties. At that time, according to the vera- 
cious chronicler, he appeared to regard his in- 
dictment as a huge joke, and, from the fact that 
the case was vever brought to trial, but was 
dropped off the docket, it would appear that he 
was not so far out of the way.

AN APOSTLE OF “CULTURE.” 


Beguiling Central New York and Making 
Appointments for Beechcr and Tilton— 
How He Deceived Oneida, and Incurred 
the Vengeance of a Hose Company in 
Norwich, - i

Urica, Feb. 4.—Mr. RB. H. Rogers, oi Boston, 
who is most meagerly described by a large circle 
of newly maile acquaintances in the central part 
of this State as being ‘‘30 years of age, wearing 
dark mustache and silk hat, and weighing 140 
pounds,” is unquestionably a genial gentleman, 
with a pleasant turg for merriment, some little 
business ability, and an admiration and devo- 
tion surpassed by none of his townsmen for 
men of genius and personitied culture. Con- 
ceiving an immense affection for the Rey.

Mr. Kogers, though 
he comes from a city of jubilees and great or- 
gans, has probably never heard, nor will ever 
desire to hear n, such ap outburst of melo- 
ody and enthusiasm as greeted his arrival on 
Hewit Hill. Compelled to stand erect in his 
sleigh, he was then escorted triumphantly 
through the town, an immense darkey leading 
the way with ap auction-bell in his hand. Flags 
composed of Tiltoa posters flying at the ends of 
broomsticks made. brilliant the procession, to 
which from every window ladies waved their 
handkerchiefs and shouted words of cheer. 
Halting before the office of Justice Baker, the 
unhappy Bostonian, standing in the sleigh, with 
the mob fora background, was compelled to 
have his photograph taken, and was then locked 
up in the jail adjoining.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Ite Subdivision in Salem, Mass., in 1859. 
The First Use of the Electric Lightina 
Private House—Some Interesting Com- 
parisons, 

Correspondence New York Evening Post. 
Salem, Mass., Feb. 2.—As at the present 
time everything is of interest which has to do 
with the electric light, some information gath- 
ered here in regard to its history way not be 
witbous interest. 


Some months ago, Prof. Morton, of the: 


Stevens Institute at Hoboken, N. J., gave a 
lecture upon the uses of the electric light 
which was largely attended by students and the 
owners of gas-stocks. To the former it was the 
occasion of much pleasure because of the suc- 
cess and beauty of the experiments by which it 
was illustrated; and to the latter class of hear- 
ers because of the encouragement it gave them 
in regard to the probable value of their securi- 
ties, present and to come. The New York 
newspapers, however, gave Very meagre reports 
of this valuable lecture, and only gradually bas 
it appeared how important apart it is of the 
discussion of electricity versus gas. 

The sum and substance of Prof. Mor- 
ton’s conclusions at that time were, that 
the electric light was not yet to be regarded as 
in any Way a practical success, because no one 
had been able to subdivide it in a way that 
would make it useful for domestic or for étreet- 
lighting purposes. He intended,this remark to 
apply in its broadest sence, and hence excluded 
what Lam about to relate, probably through ig- 
norance of the facts. 

Salem, as everybody knows, is a dead old 
town which lives mainly on the strengto of its 
recollections, It is much like a cemetery: those 
who are inside would be pieased tu get out, and 
those who are outside have no desire to become 
residents; yet everybody likes to come here, as 
to Mt. Auburn or Grsenwood, to see the monu- 
ments. One of Salem‘s proudest recollections 
just at this time is the fact that she is able to 
deny the truth of Prof. Morton’s statement, 
and positively assert that within her precincts 
the subdivision of the electric light not oniy 
began, but for a long time continued to be an 
entire success. ‘lhere is no evidence that | am 
aware of to controvert the assertion that the 
first private dwelling-house ever lighted by 
electricity was at No. 11 Pearl street, in this 
good old city! 

‘Lhe history of this success a score of years ago 
is brief and explicit. The owner and operator 
was Moses G. Farmer, who bad been for many 
years an experimenter in telegraphy and a man- 
ufacturer of electrival appfratus in Boston, and 
whose residence was in Saiem, as mentioned 
above. He placed in his cellar a galvanic bat- 
tery af some toree dozen six-wallon jars, erected 
upon Opposite corners of the manteipicce in his 
parlor two supports for the carvon points, cou- 
nected these witb the battery by concealed con- 
ducting wires, and was ready. Then one even- 
ing early in July, 1859, he invited a few of his 
neighbors to bis house, ushered them into the 
pitchy darkness of his parlor, and excused him- 
self. Dhey bad brief opportunity to feel sur- 
prisedies Lhe strangeness of this proceeding, tor 
mn aninstapt the room was brilliantly illumi- 
nated, and exclamations of admiring surprise 
came from all lips, 

‘The‘electric lamps are described to me by ex- 
Mayor Williams and others who were present 
on Lhat occasion as standing on opposite corners 
of the mantel-piece, and baving all the appear- 
ance of brass candlesticks, surmounted by the 
arrangement of the carbon points. Aithbough 
Loo dazzling to be gazed at directly, since the 
light-giving aaa Was unprotected by ground 
giass or any other sbade, the illumination was 
soft, mild, steady, and? more agreeaple to theeye 
in reading or sewitg than gas, oil, or candles. 
it was precisely the same brilliant light since 
often exhibited. 

Ip the course of the evening Mr. Farmer re- 
peatedly lighted and extinguished one jightonly 
or both liguts at a time, cuntrolling each and 
both witbuut difliculty. He said that there was 
no reasou why all the rooms in the bouse should 
not be iurnished similarly, each lamp being in- 
depenilent of the rest, and operated by its own 
circuit-breaking button,—the important pripci- 
pie (the neglect of which hag so often stood in 
Lhe way Of success) being observed, that, as the 
lam pe are increased in pumber, the conducting 
wires of each must be proportionately decreased 


As long ago, therefore, as 1859, old Salem 
saw tiie subdivision of the electric ligut an ac- 
complhisnhed and successful fact. Mr. Farmer 
kept these lamps in uaimpeded operation during 
ali of the month of July, and might have con- 
Proi. Morton’s state- 
ments, therefore, were in error. 

At the end of the month the use of this light 
was discontinued because Mr. Farmer found 
Lhat its cost, with his apparatus, was about four 
times as great aathe cost of gas. The avids 
and Zine consumed in so powerful a battery are 
large in quantity and expensive. 

In 1875 Mr. Farmer subdivided an electric 
current in Boston into forty-two branches, put- 
t.ng @lightinto each branch. All these lamps 
were supphed with electricity from one machine, 
which he says did not weigh more than 800 
pounds, and which was driven by a smaii steam- 
engine. Of course he found this working of the 
dynamo-electric machine far cheaper in propor- 
tion than his old galvanic battery. 

In 8 communication which Mr. Farmer lately 
addressed wo Prof. Sevly, of New York, and 
which wag read tw the Academy of Sciences in 
your city, but which has not attained publicity, 
some interesting information was giveu in re- 
ward to estimating the comparative cost of 
electricity and gas for purposes of illumination. 
Mr. Farmer said that on an average one pound 
of illuminating gas, if burned an hour in five 
different burners, would give fifteen candle- 
liguts to each burner, or seventy-five candle- 
lights in-all. One pound of gas possesses a 
sufficient store of energy to enable it to give 
out by combustion from 18,000 to 21,000 units of 
heat, or the equivalent of from 13,000,090 to 
16,000,000 foot-pounds of work. This, if burned 
in ay hour, would average about 250,000 units 


. in size. 


pounds a minute for each candle-light. Nowa 
very large electric light, say 10,000 cuudles, 
need pot consume more than fifteen or 
twenty foot-pounds a minute for each candle- 
light. Sv it might hot seem Very extravagant 
to expect:that one pound of gasan hour could 
be ourned in a suitable furnace under a proper 
boiler, and steam be taken from this boiler to a 
steam-engine, aud thisengine drive a magnetic 
electric machine which should suppiy electricity 
to five electric lights that would shed forth 
more light than could be given by five of the 
best gas-burners known. ‘* And,” adda Mr. 
Farmer, “this would not have been half so 
absurd as it would bave been three years ago 
for some Visionary to have predicted that the 
talking phonograph would succeed in embalm- 
ing speech.” | 

Mr. farmer still enjove a wide reputation as 
an inventor in this line of inquiry, aud now 
occupies the position of electrician at the United 
States Naval Torpedo Station at Newport, K. I.

BAYARD TAYLOR. 


The Romance of the Poetic Traveler's Early 
Life-Weddeda and Widowed in a Month. 
Ana Affection which Survived Amid All the 
Vicissitudes of a Long and Eventful Career. 

Philadelphia Correspondence San Franctsen Chronicle. 
The remains of Bayard Taylor, though tempo- 

rarily entombed at Berlin, ate intended by his 

family to be brought home and buried at Long- 
wood, Chester County, twenty-five miles south- 
west of this city. Longwood is a meetirg-house, 
erected thirty years ago by the “ Progressive 

Friends,” an organization devoted to auti- 

slavery, anti-tobacco, teMperance, woman- 

suffrage, peace, and other reforms, and com- 
posed of a motiev collection of folks, male and 

female, who gather here once a year, mm 

June, to interchange views and adopt testi- 

monies on the several sudjects about which 

the members were exercised. All along be- 
fore the War, large yearly meetings—following 
the designation of the Friends—were held, and 


Garrison, Phuilli Lucretia Mott, Whittier, 
Fred Dougiass, Robert Purvis, Oliver Johnson, 
and others famous in such Work, might be seen 
and heard at them. ‘The meeting-huuse has a 
cemetery ground attached, which has come to 
be a burial-place for the country around, and 
there the Taylor family have laid their dead. 
Col. Fred Taylor, the poet’s younger brother, 
a gallant fellow, wholed the famous * Buck- 
teil’? Kegiment of Pennsylvania at Gettys- 
burg, lies there, and so does Bayard 
Taylor’s first wife, Mary Agnew. She was 
a sweet, delicate girl, the dauchter of a neigh- 
boring farmer, with whom the poet lad fel] in 
love early in bis career—indeed, they were en- 
‘gaged to be married before be went to Europe, 
and then he wasalittie past 19. He had been 
a romantic, imaginative boy, bot very strong, 
and, therefore, indisposed to rough sports, aud, 
after exhausting his father’s store of ks, had 
fed upon the collection of 4 few hundred vol- 
umes in the Kennet Square Library—the histo- 
ries of Hume and Gibboa, the Works ol Sterne aud 
Hannah More, books of poetry and travel— 
until the fire of young athbition had seized 
him and he fama for things less hard and 
duil than the life of a farmer's boy on the hill- 
fieids around Kennet. Mary Agnew was a shy, 
geutie girl, amiable and sweet ta temper, brown- 
eyed and brown-haired. ’Iwas the love of boy 
and girl. But it lasted far beyond the gates of 
manhood aud womanhood. At first the Acnews 
were not well pleased with the prospect of the 
mateh; they thought Juseph Taylor’s oldest 
boy not very likely, irom the way he 
shunned tarm work, to make “a good 
living’ for a wife; but later, when he 
had shown energy and won fame in 
other flelds, they grew entirely reconciled. 

Betrothed, however, so early, .and whispering 
their love at fond mectings in the flowery 
meadow or under the chestnuts of the wood, 
time had gone by until the spring of 1850, and 

the wedding had not taken place. Bayard had 
gone abroad in June, 1844, ip the steerage of a 
New York steamer, witb $140 in his pocket that 
he made last him abroad til February of the 
next vear; had tramped over a good part of 

Europe, preparipg bis material for his famous 
book, ‘ Views Afoot,’’ writing letters and 
poems for fresh remittances, meanwuile; had 
come home famous, and ‘then, aiter becom- 
ing regularly attached to * Horace Greeley’s 
paper,” had gone for a ue to the 
Pacific coast, with the wonderful tide of gold 
seckers. So now, in 1850, he was home again 
at his father’s house—not his own birthplace, 

however, for Joseph kept store in Kennet 

Square, in 1825, and Bayard was born there, in a 
corner stove building that was burned onlya 
few months ago. ‘The farm where his parents 
dwelt in 1850is the oid Taylor place, a little way 

north of Kennet Square, and not far fron Long- 

wood. A few miles east flows the famous 
Brandywine, and following the Kennet road 
toward Philadelphia vou would cross the 
stream at Chadd’s Ford, the place of the old 
Revolutionary battle, memorable for the un- 
successful fight that Washington made against 
Cornwallis and Lord Howe. At this time the 
marriage was intended sdon to take place. 

There is no reason to suppose that anybody bad 
hesitated at all; the country gossips had been 
saying, perhaps, that Bavard had grown indiffer- 
ent, aiter secing so much of the world, to the 
rural beaucy of the Kennet felds, but vone of 
us believe there was any fairpess in such astory. 
ln Match, however, one stormy, cold day of the 
early spring, Bayard had ehbgaged to delivera 
lecture at West Chester, and he drove up, ten 
or twelve miles, taking Mary with him. 

It was a fatal trip. She took a heavy cold, 
that did not release its grasp upon her as the 
days grew more genial and melted at length 
into the ardor of summer. Travel was sug- 
gested, and she went away on a trip to the 
mountains, but unavailingly; she came home 
stili more weak and ill. Gradually it became 
plain that she would not recover; the coid and 
cough had become settled, and her delicate 
frame was a prey to consudption. ‘These were 
sad days for the young poet and traveler, 
watching her so tenderly, Hut so hopelessly. In 
some of his shorter poems may be traced the 
anvuish and sorrow of this episode in his life. 
‘* Autumnal Vespers,”’ in the volume of bis 
poems published in 1352, ‘* Moan, ve Wild 
Winds,” and ‘“*A Prayer,” are all the outcome 
of his experiences then, and very touching they 
are, especially the first and last. As November 
came, the ** dark days of November’’ on our 
Eastern coast, it was determined that the 
marriage should take place, and soit did. The 
bride, nerved by the exchement of the oe- 
casion, rose from her bed aiid was dressed for 
the wedding.git took place fn her father’s house, 
and, | think, in her own room, a neli¢hboring 
Magistrate performing the bnef and simple 
ceremony needed by the Pennsylvania law. Bix 
weeks later she died. In ‘the Winter 
Solstice,’’ a poem published at the close of the 
volume of ** Poems of the Grient,’’ the husband 
says: 

Day after day, the latest flower, 

* Her faded being waned away, 
More pale and dim with every horr, 
And ceased upon the darkest day. 

This, the shortest day of the year, was in De- 
cember, the 2lst presumably, aud it is notice- 
able that almost exactiy on its anniversar) 
the poet himself died, Dec, 19. There 
were twenty-eight years of life in sivre 
for him on that sad December afternoon 
of the solstice day, wien, with the sun 
streaming in at her chamber-window, the bride 
of November drew her last breath. That it 
should have been day whew she died seemed un- 
fitting, too, to the poet. Had she but died at 
midnight, he cries, in one of his verses, and 
passed from the slamber of life to that of the 
eterpal, it would have seemed but a change of 
siceps. They buried her, as I have said, at 
Longwood, in a winter storm of ,snow. In 
Taylor’s lines, **The Mystery,”’ are these stan-

HUNG, DRAWN, AND QUARTERED. 


How an American Citizen Was Done toa 
Death in Quebec Eighty-two Years Ago. 
Correspondence Detroit Evening News. 

MonTreat, Jan. 30.—I was in Quebec a 
couple of days ago, and observed a good deal of 
blasting and digging going on about the forti- 

fications, especially at Palace Gate. These 
mad Quebec people are doing their utmost to 
destroy all that makes their city interesting to 
the tourist, the antiquarian, and the historian, 
and to make it what Providenee never intended 
it to be, amodern town. Wandering around 
the city, I found that the local Government had 
commenced blasting away Gallows Hill in order 
to ellect an easy appreach from the upver part 
of the city to the North Shore Railway, and it 
occurred to me that the stupid old utilitarians 
were destroying the scene of one of the most 
lurid tragedies in the history of Quebec. On 
that spot, in 1797. @n American citizen was 
hanged, drawn, and quartered, and I will try 
and narrate the trial and the execution. 

The American citizén concerning whom I write 
was named David McLane, alias Jacob Felt. and 
the crime aileged was high treason, or, in the 
indictment, * Having conspired the death of the 
King and levied war against his crown and dig- 
nity.” 

it is proper to explain that those were the 
times of the French Revotution, a movement 


which obtained no sympathy among the French | 


Cavadian people as a whole, The clergy de- 
nounced the revolutionary doctrines, and 
preached loyalty to the British Crown, but the 
British Government was not satisfied. As early 
as 17%, Lord Dorchester (‘he Guy Carleton who, 
I observe, youn Wolverines are claiming as a past 
Governor of Michigan), issued a proclamation 
against ‘‘emissaries from France,”’ etc., busy 
propagating revolutionary doctrines in the Provy- 
ince of Quebec. That there were several agents 
of the revolutionary Government in Canada is 
certain, and for years the Government was con- 
stantiy in a state of dread. It was during this 
perturbed epoch that the Roman Catholic hier- 
archy got in its work, and obtained great con- 
cessions from the Government. 

David McLane came from Providence, R. L., 
in 1706, and took up his resideuce in the sub- 
urbs, representing himself as a trader. A 
fluent French scholar, he made many friends 
among the Canadians, and before long sans- 
culotte principles were heard among some of the 
more reckless and irreligious. ‘The priestheod 
heard with alarm of ‘men who questioned the 
utility of paying tithes, and the authorities 
learned with alarm of expressions of belief in 
the doctrine of Liberté egalite, fraternite, Where 
there was so much smoke there must be fire, so 
the Government got to work and found that 
David McLane was the head~entre of the revo- 
lutionary propaganda. He. was arrested 
at the residence of John Black, in 8&t. 
John’s saburbs, whilst in bed on the night 
of May 10, 1797, on charge of hich treason, 
and on July 7 brought to trial before Chief- 
Justice Osgoode. ‘The indictment was drawn 
up by Advocate-Genéral Jonathan Sewell (him- 
self an American by birth, being a United-Em- 
pire loyalist), and the jury was composed of the 
leading English merchants of the lower town. 
The Judge named twp eminent lawyers, Messrs. 
Pyke and Franklin, to defend the prisoner, but 
this was merely a matter of form, for there is 
reason to believe that MeLane’s death was re- 
solved uvon from the first, as a piece of healthy 
terrorism to all disaffected persons, and there 
is nothing to show that the counsel for the de- 
fense broke their hearts in trving to save their 
client. It was brought out on the trial that 
McLane had represented himself as a General 
in the service of the French Republic, acting 
under the immediate instructions of M. Adet, 
ihe French Charge d’Affaires in the United 
States. He had declared that the French 
Reouplic intended dispatching a fleet 
and an army of 10,000 men for the 
reconquest of Canada, and that he wags to lead 
a party trom the United States, to be composed 
principally of rattsmen armed with pikes and 
iron speara, who, with the assistance of the dis- 
affected French Canadians, weie to overpower 
the garrison. On such evidenve McLane was 
and ChiefJustice Osgoode — pro- 
nounced the followivg horrible sentence on the 
dvomed map: 

* That you, David McLane, be taken to the place 
from whence you came, and from thence you 
are to be drawn to the place of execution, where 
vou must be hanged by the neck, but not till 
vou are dead; for you must be cut down alive, 

nd your bowels taken out and burned before 
your face; then vour head must be severed 
trom your body, which must be divided in four 

arts, and your head and quarters be at the 

\ing’s disposal; and may the Lord have mercy 
ov your soul,” : 

The Lord might well bave mercy on the soul 
of the poor monomaniac, as there ts every reason 
for believing McLane to have been. It gocs 
without saying that | was not present at that 

rexecution, the first for high treason in Canada, 
but I knew an old gentleman whowas. M. De 
Gasve, author of *}Canadians of Old,” anda 
wonderful book of ** Memoiers,”’ and who died 
some years agoatavery advanced age, once 

winted me out the exact spot of the execution. 
la his “Canadians of Old” he minutely 
describes the horrible seene: Artillery anda 
strong body of trcops paraded the streets and 
accompanied the prisoner to the place of execu- 
tion on Gallows Hill, McLane was seated on 
a siedge whose runners grated on the 
earth and stohnes,—a hurdle should 
properly have been used, but it 
would have been impossible to draw one through 
the streets of Quetiec of that day,—he had his 
back to the horse, while a block and ax stood in 
front of the sledge, The unfortunate man 
gazed upon the maltitude calmly, and without 
defiance. He was a tall, handsome man, and M, 
De Géspe writes that he heard French women 
of the lower order bewailing his fate and ex- 
claiming, “ Ab! if things were asin the olden 
time, some girl would come forward and claim 
him as ber future busband."" [he sympathetic 
souls had, in expressing the popular beliel, ref- 
erence to the fact that French captives among 
the Indians who were doomed to die bad in 
many instances owed their hves to Indian girls 
claiming them for husbands.

ALASKA. 


Stories Told by a Government Insgpector— 
The Natives—The Olimate—A Big River— 
Rich Gola-Deposits—Salmon—No Govern- 
ment. 


Washington Post. 

Although it is now more than ten years since 
the Russian Government deeded to this country, 
for the consideration of $7,200,000, that portion 
of its territory in America known as Alaska, 
yet but little is known of the possession thus 
acquired by the United States. When, there- 
fore, the Post met Maj. William Gouverneur 
Morris, of California, in the lobby of the Epbitt 
House yesterday, the reporter found an op- 
portunity of enlightenfng the public that was 
not to be lost. 

‘You visited Alaska in an official caracity, did 
you not?” quoth the Post. 

‘* Yes, sir; I went there under directions from 
Secretary Sherman to inspect the customs dis- 
tricts located there. I have just returned, and 
submit a report to Congress to-merrow.”’ 

‘*Can you not tell the Post something of that 
country, its people, climate, resources, ete.” 
said our young man in his most seductive man- 
ner. 

‘*] shall be very glad to,” was the reply. “In 
the first place, you must know that immediately 
after the purchase Gen. Loveli H. Rousseau 
went tareceive the territory with a large body 
of troops in naval vessels, after which it was 
garrisoned by several companies at posts se- 
lected by Gen. Halleck, ‘These posts were 
marked out’ by Gen. Halleck at his military 
headquarters in San Francisco by merely look- 
ing atamapof Alaska, without a tourof ex- 
ploration haying been made. This fact is not 
generally known. As the result of this the 
posts were located at points that were either 


totally inaccessible or difficult to reach, and. 


.where it was expensive to supply the troops 
with garrison stores. Subseauentiy all these 
posts were abandoned by order of the War De- 
partment except two, viz.: Sitka and Fort 
Wrangel, on Wrangel’s Iséand, and the Govern- 
ment of the Térritory was finally turned over to 
the Treasury Department.’’ 

* What was dove then?’’ 

‘The government was placed in the hands of 
the Collector of Customs and his deputies, who 
were occasionally visited by a revenue cutter. 
But these deputies being only authorized by 
law to collect revenue, and having no extended 
powers, whatever government they have exer- 
cised has been usurped. This is but little at 
the a and as a result there is no government 
at all. 

ts What kind of people, Major, are the na- 
tives? 

‘They are Indians of two classes. The first is 
the coast savage, who lives in villages and sub- 
sists on fish of his own catching, and is partially 
civilized from intercourse with the whites. He 
also trades with the tribes of the interior and 
witb the whites. In this srecing business he is 
shrewd and adept, and generally gets the best 
of a bargain. Their villages pave been several 
times destroyed by British and American gun- 
boats, and this has taught them a severe lesson. 
In fact, the true way to govern them would 
be to Keep a gunboat continually cruising along 
the eoast.”’ 

‘* Are they easily governed ?”’ 

‘* There is no trouble,” was the reply, “‘to be 
experienced from them except whea they are 
crazed with drink, and then there is no telling 
what they might do. The troops could only 
pretend to keep order immediately adjoining the 
posts, and for this reason were withdrawn, as 
being of no service.”’ 

** Who are the second class of people?’ 

“* They are the interior tribes, of whom little 
is known. They will allow no white map to en- 
ter their domain, and only trade with the coast 
Indians. Their country is partitioned off for 
each tribe. They are warlike, dangerous, and, 
in fact, perfect savages. Both classes of Indians 
are more of an Asiatic type than our red meu 
af the plains, and clearly show their Tartar 
orig. n. 

‘* What is the climate of Alaska, Major?” 

‘*The temperature of Southeastern Alaska is 
no colder than at the mouth of the Columbise 
River, Oregon, and three degrees warmer than 
at Ottawa. ibis is owing to the warm current 
which flows from Japan, known as the Japanese 
guif stream. Snow is very rarely seen in the 
streets of Sitka, though in the winter time the 
mountains in the vicinity are covered. The 
same clothing is worn there as you wear to-day 
in Washington. The aampness of the air is far 
more to be feared than the cold. These re- 
marks, however, do pot apely to the entire 
country west of the Aleutian Islands, which is 
barren and inhospitable.” 

** Has Alaska any rivers?’’ inquired the Post. 

‘* Yes, sir, the principal ope being the Yukon, 
which flows through Central Alaska, and empties 
into Norton Sound. It has a large arm debouch- 
ing to the eastward towards British Columbia, 
from which flows innumerable streams.’’ 

‘* Tlow large is the Yukon?” 

‘* It has never been thoroughly surveyed, but 
Capt. Raymond navigated it for 2,000 miles. It 
is believed to be larger than the Mississippi or 
the Amazon. It is frozen up ip the winter time 
and its breaking up in spring 1s a grand and 
terrific sight. The debris, driftwood, and tim- 
ber which is carried down at each freshet is, by 
the force of the current, floated out to the 
Aleutiap Islands, where it serves the natives as 
fire-wood. Itis the only kind they use, as no 
trees grow on these islands?” 

‘‘ what are the resources of Alaska?” 

“in the first place, Alaska is full of coal. It 
ean be found cropping out everywhere. But it 
cannot be utilized. becaluse there is so much of 
it in Washington Territory , which is nearer Cal- 
ifornia and Oregon. ‘The best coal for steaming 
purposes is found near Nanaimo, hut anthracite 
coal is known to exist. Its development will 
prove a fortune to somebody, as we have no an- 
thracite coai on the Pacific slope.’’ 

‘* Do other minerals abound !”’ 

“Yes; gold, silver, iron, copper, and platinum 
have also been found in payiog quyntities, but 
pone of the mines bave ever been prospected or 
developed, owing to the dangers which miners 
are subjected to in making explorations. In 
the Cassir District, powever, mien is British 
Columbia, and which is annually visited by 
3,000 miners, who bave to pass through Alask 
the mines haye yielded millions of doilars o 
surface gold. Recently numerous rich deposits 
pave been discovered in a part of the territory 
which is now in dispute between the United 
States and Great Britain, A joint commission 
has agreed upon a provisional line, which those 
acquainted with the facts of the case know to 
be unjust towards this country. ‘The question 
is an important one, and the lives of many of 
the citizens of the United States are in jeopardy. 
[t should be settled at once, or it may involve 
both countries in serious difficulties.’ 

“Do not the natives make use of these 
metals?” 

“Ob, yes: the Indians wear ornaments of 
gold, and state that gold exists, bit are very ret- 
icent as to its locality. It must, however, be 
borne in mind that prospecting in Alaska is not 
like Arizona or the Black Hills. The distance 
is great, the seasonis short, a great deal of 
money is needed to eet there, and even when

* Are there other resources besides those im- 
bedded in the ground?” 

“Timber and fish are the remaining principal 
treasures. The forests are immense, princi- 
pally of vellow cedar, which is most valuable 
for building purposes. White spruce is also 
plentiful.” 

** And the fisheries? ” 

*I believe that Alaska will eventually supply 
the world with salmon. The Oregon fsheries 
are giving out. From the mouth of the Colum- 
bia River, below Astoria, there are stretched 
acrves it every night, for forty miles, seine after 
seine, and the salmon cannot get up the river 
to svoawn. But the Alaska fisheries are inex- 
haustible, and a eateb of from four to seven 
thousand salmoo with one haul of the seine ts 
of common occurrence. Two wealthy San 
Francisco firms have started canneries up ip 
Alaska, and last year sent down between 7,000 
and 8.000 cases, each case containing 
four dozen one-pound cans, The fish 
met with ready sale, and it is probable 
many more canperies will be established next 
spring. But, as in mining, it must be borne in 
mind that this is no child’s play; that none but 
hardy men, and men who are willing to work, 
can embark in it.’ 

‘‘ Are salmon the only fish?”’ 

‘No: cod exist in larger numbers than on 
the banks of Newfoundland, but as they keepin 
deeper water they are harder tocatch. Herring 
exist in countless myriads, besides other varie- 
ties of food-fish almost equally plentiful.” 

‘* Now, thea, Majur, tesl me something of the 
Government! ”’ 

* There is no Government whatever. There 
are no courts, and aman there has oo civil or 
political rights. No person can acquire title to 

roperty, for there is no law to enforce the col- 
ections of debte or the conveyance of deeds, 
wills, or other jugtrumeuts. Nor can be eveu 
acquire land by pre-emption. He can neither

“In the present condition of» the Territory 
and the paucity of the po jon, n0 cumber- 
some poli machinery should be adopted.

** How large is Alaska?” said the /’ost, in con- 
clusion, 

**It contains 560,000 square miles,—about 
one-tenth the size of the United States.

The result will be, un- 
less Acting-Supervising Architect Frazer calls a 
halt, that a good deal of the concrete will have 
to be ultimately torn out to give the plumbers 
and gas-fitters a chance to work, all of which 
will involve some trouble and some little extra 
expense. The blame does not rest so much with 
Frazer as with Hill, who neglected to draw any 
plans or make arrangements for the plumbing 
and gas-fitting, and probably left matters ina 
more or less muddled state when Frazer took 
hold.

INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 

A copy of the following circular has been re- 
ceived by Collector Smith from ‘Secretary Sher- 
man under date of Feb. 1, 1879: 

By the Department's circular of Dec. 18, 1878, 
it was directed that live cattle shipped from the 
various ports of the United States might be exam- 
ined with reference to the question whether they 
were free from contagious diseases, and that, if 
found to be free from such diseases, a certificate 
to that effect should be given. By that circular 
such inspection was not made compulsory, but the 
certificate was to be issued only upon the applica- 
tion of parties interested.

The matter evidently contained 
paraffine, and is therefore thought to have 
bern candle-grease. How it came there 
mystery, and there is the Pp ssibility that it was 
poured into the ear while Wilson was drunk, in 
a condition hot enough to materially injure the 
brain. His wife says he was never aillicted with 
earache, and it could not have been put there 
for that purpose. ‘The physicians are uuable to 
say how the case will terminate.

BUYING MORE LAND. 

The Committee on Public Charities reported 

on bulls amounting to $4,826, and recommeod- 
ing that certain land adjacent to the Poor-Farm 
be purchased, if it could be had for $100 per 
acre. 
Mr. Fitzgerald was opposed to the land project. 
He thought the price waa ridiculous. He want- 
ed the land inspected a, it was deemed 
necessary to purchase it. e believed if the 
land was purchased, it could be utilized and 
worked by pauper labor at a great saving to the 
county 

Mr. Stewart wanted to see the land before he 
yoted on the subject. Hethought the coanty 
needed more land, and that in the distribution 
of the public charity some important reforms 
were needed, He believed that more persons 
ought to be sent to the Voor-House, and fewer 
persons aided in the city. He was satisfied that 
many were getting relief at the County Agent’s 
office who were not entitled to it, and stated, to 
illustrate his position, that in the last few davs 
he had seen several persons exchange a dollar’s 
worth of bread that had been given thenj by the 
County Agent for 10 cents’ worth of ginger- 
bread. [{Laughter.] Such persons were not 
deserving support at the hands of the county, 
andif they insisted upon being sup 
could be done cheaper at the Poor-House. 

Mr. Wheeler said if land was to be bought 
that he wanted to see the widest competition 
invited. The Poor Farm was surrounded by 
arrable land, which was for sale, and he wanted 
proposals invited before any action was taken, 
und moved the appointment of a Soecial Com- 
mittee to look up the lands and ascertain what 
they could be purchased for. 

Mr. Bradley said the Poor-Farm was not lo- 
cated at the very best point, and suggested that 
if more land was to be bought that it could be 
had in some other section on better terms.

HOSPITAL MATRON. 

Mr. Fitzgerald called attention to the fact 
that the Hospital rules required the election of 
a Matron by the Board, and said that the matter 
had been overlooked.

A commupnica- 
tion on the same subject was read from Archi- 
tect Egan recommendiag the taking of some 
action which would enable the contractors to go 
on cutting stone, etc., that the Court-Hovse 
might be put under roof the coming summer. 

Mr. Wood moved that both of the documents 
be referred to the Committee on Public Build- 
ings and Public Service. 

Mr. Burling said the question .was whether 
the Court-House work should go on or not. If 
the contractors were not given some money thev 
could not proceed, and he thought the Board 
ought to pay them an estimate of $18,000, 
which the Architect had_ certified _to, 
and possibly a part of the reserved 
percentage. While the Board had agreed to 
aiiow them quarry estimates, they had not heen 
fiaancialiy able to do anything, and had further 
said they would not try to do anything until the 
counts bad settled with them. The plain fact 
was that the county would have to make the 
firm a payment at once il the work was to pro- 
ceed this summer. eo 

Mr. Stewart wanted to become more familiar 
with the whole question before voting any 
money away, and was in favor of the reference. 
One of the bondsmen of the cuntractors had 
come to him and forbid the making of any ad- 
vances of the reserved percentage, and he was 
not prepared to vote under th® circumstances. 
He wanted to go to Lemont and look the field 
over, and would go if the ‘matter was laid over. 

After some further discussion both of the com- 
muvications were referred, whereupon Mr. Bur- 
ling invited the Joint Committee to visit Lemont 
to-morrow and look over the entire question. 

Mr. Wood introduced a resolution prohibit- 
ing the entertainment at the Hospital and In- 
sane Asvium of othersthan Commissionefs, etc. 
Laid over. 

Mr. Stewart introduced a resolution calling 
upon the Sheriff to,make a monthly statement 
of the pumber of prisoners in the jail. Adopted. 

THE NEW BONDS, 

Mr. Stewart also introduced a resolution pro- 
viding for the levying of an annual tax on the 
taxable property of - the county for meeting the 
interest on the bonds proposed to be issued, and 
pledging the county irrevocably for the pay- 
ment of both principal and interest during the 
next twenty vears, or at the end thereof. 

Mr. Wheeler wanted provision made for a 
sinking jund, and suggested that the bonds be 
made payable at different times, and not all at 
the end of twenty years. 

Mr. Senne introduced as a substitute a reso- 
lution providing for a sinking fund, and also 
for the taking up of the bonds from time to 
time in their numerical order, as the condition 
of the fund might warrant. 

Mr. Fitzgerald wanted both of the resolutions 
laid over for one week, and after a lengthy dis- 
cussion Mr. Senne withdrew the substitute, and 
the resolution of Mr. Stewart was adopted. 

The Board then adjourned for one week.

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 10.—The Constitution of 
to-morrow morning will print the following in- 


’ teresting correspondence: 


ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 1.—Gen. W. T. Sherman— 
Deak Sir: In the course of several conversa- 
tions while you were in Atianta you were 
pleased to refer to the growth and prosperity 
of the city, and to the material progress made 
py the pedple since the War. You also spoke 
of the bealthfulness of our climate, and the ad- 
vantages offered here to capitalists and - indus- 
trious immigrants. 

Your position during the War gave you an 
opportunity to study carefully our State, and 
especially Atlanta. By the time this reaches 
you, you will have passed entirely across the 
State, and I have thought that if you could be 
induced to write the result of your observations 
with respect to the natural advantages of our 
soil, climate, and the resources of our section, it 
migbt be the means of attracting the attention 
of those who have capital as well as those who 
control and give direction to the tide of immi- 
gration. 

‘| know that continual demands, official and 
social, are made upon. y®ur time, but I was so 
struck with the aptness of some of your com- 
ments and the practical nature of your sugges- 


‘tions, that I have veatured to address you this

- GEN. SHERMAN’S REPLY. 


Sr. AUGUSTINE, Fla, Feb. 1, 1879.—Capt. 2. 
P. Howell, Editor Constitution, Atianta, Ga.—MyY 
Deak Stk: Your most acceptable letter of Feb. 
1 reached me here yesterday, and I avail mysclf 
of the first moment of leisure to replv. 

My oppoetunities for studying the physical 
features of Georgia have heen even larger than 


you mention. In 1843-’441 went from Augusta | 
*to Marietta in a stage (when Atlanta had no ex- 


istenec), thence to Belfonte, Ala., on horseback, 
returning afterwards all the way on horseback 
to Augusta by a different road; again, iv 1864, 
] conducted, ag. all the world knows, a 
yast army from Chattanooga to Atlanta’ and 
Savannah, and just now have ed over the 
same district in om yw pone nsidering the 
history of this period of time (thirty-five years), 
the development of. the country bas been great, 
but not comparable with California, lowa, Wis- 
consin, or Kansas, in all of which States I have 
had similar chances tor observation. The reason 
why Georgia has not kept pace with the States 
I have named is beyond question that emigra- 
tion 
WOULD NOT GO WHERBSLAVERY EXISTED. 

Now that this cause is removed, there is no 
longer any reason why Georgia, especially the 
northern part, should not rapidly regain her 
prominence among ‘the great States of our 
Union. I know that no section is more favored 
in climate, heaith, soil, minerals, water, and 
everything which man  ~needs for his 
material wants, and to contribute to 
his physical and inteilectual develop- 
ment. Your railroads, already finished, 
giving your people . cheap — supplies, 
and the means of sending in every section their 
surplus products of the soil or of manufactures. 
You have immense beds of iron and coal, be- 
sides inexhaustible quantities of timber, oak, 
hickory, beech, poplar, pine, etc., so necessary 


in modern factories, and which are becoming: 
scarce in other se¢tions of our busy country. 


North Georgia is peculiarly adapted to fruit 
orchafds, to gardens and small farms; and all 
you need to make it teem with prosperity is 
more people from that class of Northern 
farmers and manufacturers, and that other 
large class of _Eurovean emigrants, which has 
converted the great Northwest from a wilder- 
ness into comfortable homes for its millions of 
contented people. > 

I have crossed this continent many times, by 
eel certain 
that at this time no single region holds out as 
strong inducements for industrious emigrants 
as that trom Lynchburg, Virginia, to Hunts- 
ville, Alabama, right left, embracing the 
mountain ranges and iptervening valleys, 
especially East Tennessee, North Georgia, and 


* Alabama. I hope I will not give offense in say- 
‘ ipg that the present population has not done 


full justice to this naturally beautiful and 
most favored region of ourcountry, and that two 
or three millions of peeple “could be diverted 
from the great West to this region with 

PROFIT AND ADVANTAGE TO ALL CONCERNED. 


This whole region, though called *‘ Southern,” 


is, in fact, ** Northerp,’’ viz.: it is a wheat-grow- 
ing country; has a climate in no sense tropical 
or southern, but was designed by wacure for 
small farms.and not for large plantations. In 
the region I have named, North Georgia forms 
a most important part; and ne city, Atlanta, 
is,jts natural centre or capital. Itis admirably 
situated, a thousand feet abdve the sea, healthy, 
with abundance of the purest water, and with 
granite, limestone, sandstone, and clay conven- 
ient to build a second London. In 1864 my 
army, composed of near a hundred thousand 
meu, all accustomed to a Northern climate, were

1 am satisfied, from my recent visit, that 
Nortbern professional: men, manufacturers, 
mechanics, and farmers way come to Atlanta, 
Rome, and Chattanooga With a certainty of fair 
dealing and fair encoufagement. Though I 
was personally regarded the bete-noir of the 
late War in your region, the author of. all your 
woes, yet [ admit that I have just passed over 
the very ground desolated by the Civil War, and 
have received everywhere nothing but 

KIND AND COURTEOUS ‘TREATMENT 


from the highest to the lowest, and I heard of 
no violence to others for opinion’s sake. Some 
Union men spoke to me of social ostracism, but 
Isaw nothing of it; and, even if it do exist, it 
must disappear with the present generation. 
Uur whole iramework of government and his- 
tory is founded on the persona! and political 
equality of citizens, and philosophy teaches 
that sovial distinctions can only rest on personal 
merit and corresponding intelligence, and i 
community clings’ to dis- 
on past conaitions 
grow less and less with time 
and finally disappear. Any attempt to build up 
an aristocracy or a privileged “lass at the South, 
on the fact that their fathers or grandfathers 
“Once owned slaves, will result in a ridicujous 
failure and subject the authors to the laughter 
of mankind. I refer to this subject inci- 
dentally because others have argued the case, 
but whether attempted elsewhere in the South, 
1 am certain it will not be attempted in aera 
Therefore, 1 shall believe and maintain that 
North Géorgia is now in a condition to invite 
immigration from the Northern States of our 
Union and from Europe, and all parties con-

GETTING TO WORK. 


The Mechanics’ Long Struggle with the 
Hard Times—Six Years of Idleness, Fol- 
lowed by a General Kevival of Lndustry. 

, New York Heraid, Feb. 8. 

A sure indication of returning! activity in 
trade is the diminution in the number of unem- 
ploved mechanics. The signs of the times are 
that a general revival in all branches of industry 
has fairly set'in. Taking the years one by one 
since the great panic of 1873 workiugmen have 
reason now for the first time to Jook hopefully 
to the future. Three winters ago there were 
60,000 idle men iu this city. Thousands of 
families had been reduced to poverty by want 
of work in the preceding vears. They were seli- 
ing all they had to buy bread from day to ‘day. 
Yet the idle and suffering classes recognized the 
fact that the merchants and capitalists of New 
York were not to blame, and the only public 
action 6n their part was to. petition, the Mayor 
to put mea to work on public improvements. 
Now that the worst is over, a lesson of thrift 
has been learned by the small storekeepers, who 
have been among the most general sufferers by 
the hard times, their support depending mainly 
on laboring men and wowen. | 

Vuring these five yeara of distress working- 
men’s organizations nearly all became disor- 
ganized. They struggled for a time toshowa 
solid front and to exercise a power which they 
had hitherto believed would be perpetual, but 
discovered in the end that, without ‘the sin- 
ews’’ of war, war could not be maintained. 
They even began to learn that the enemy was 
an invisible one, and could not be met in open 
battle. These societies had been once a great 
power in this city. They dictated terms in the 
most arbitrary manner, and were ;of course 
used by poljticians for pelitical purposes. ‘They 
might have gone on increasing in power had not 
the “‘hard times’? broken them up. Only a 
few of them stil! hol€ out. As the years went 
on, after the panic the question was not so 
much what the rate of wages - should 
be as how to get any‘ work at all. Mechan- 
ics were glad to work for almost nothing, 
and at any kind of employment. The year be- 
fore last their condition was simply desperate. 
Last year it improved considerablv, but the ad- 
vantage gained was only such when compared 
with the state of labor during the few preceding 
years. All branches of industry liad become 

alyzed. in the spring of 1878 there were 
re hopeful signs in lighter indastries ; women 
had a better chance to make a living; the large 
stores of the city felt the confidence which was 
growing: throughout the country; there was 
more need for help generally among the men. 

But. the system of labor as it had been in prac- 

tice before the panic was out of vogue. There 

was bo law by which a mechanic could put a 

price on his day’s work. 

could get, under the compuision of: starvation. 
he bad seen his fellow-craftsmen - pressed 
so far during’ the “bard times?’ 
that they appeared in the police courts 
asking to be sent to the Island to avoid 
dying in the streets. It was as bad, if not 
worse, Outside of New York. There was not 

enough spirit left ip the men to bold out in a 

contest with employers, nor enough money to 


‘be had from apy eource to keep them going in 


opposition. The “strike’’ always ended in an 
abundact supply of wiliing hands to work far as 
little as would keep body and soul together. 
All hope of being able to control the imper- 
ceptible laws which were swaying the fortunes 
of trade was abandoned, dnd mechanics finally 
submitted, awaiting the return of better days. 
The month of February is the dullest of the 
entire year for. the working classes; but it pre- 
cedes the opening of spring trade, and the 
workinemen begin to look forward hopefully to 
steady work in the future. In the’ meabtime, 
bowever, how do the unemployed manag@to 
live? It may be stated as a fact that for, the 
most part the families of idle mechanics are 
not belped this year by charitable societies nor 
by private assistance from the well-to-do. _ The 
wealthy classesare the slowest in giving asaistance 
to the families oi idle workingmen. { In the first 
place private charity does not know how toeek 
and find the suffering families; and, secondly, 
these people shrink from public attention to 
their distress. As arule they are helped, as in 
former vears, by their more fortunate friends. 
It would be difficult to give, in a general way, 
any explanation of how this mutual help is 
practised, though each individual cage has a bis- 
tory of itsown. Only a minority of | idle men’s 
families have to lay their petitions at the doors 
of charitable societies. Happiiy, inthe better 


times that are coming the number of all classes 


of men out of work will be so far diminished 
that the mechanics of the city will be able to re- 
establish their benevolent associations, and thus 
place themselves beyond the necessity of ap- 
psaling to public charity for relief; The num- 
ber of the mwnemployed does not now reach 
12,000 men. During the winter of 1873 it was

of this continuous suffering among the 
mechanics, as already @pserved, the wages of 
the different trades steadilv went down. Tradcs- 
men who were getting $4.50 a day im 1573 have 
had to.accept $2.50; those getting $3.50 were 
reduced to $2, and so op. The mutual aid soci- 
eties having become fof the most part disorgan- 
ized, the injustice of compelling their own men 
toremain idie in the midst of dull times be- 
came apparent, and the ‘‘unionistg” were at 
length scarcely interfered with in taking work 
wherever they could get it. But the old spirit 
of these, organizations still lurks among the 
mechanfes, and if opportunity offereg to-morrow 
the men would again appear under their old 
banvers as resolute as ever. ; 

The following table gives the number of the 
unemployed in 1873, the first year of | the panic, 
and the average rate of wages then given, with 
a comparison of the number of unemployed at 
the present time and the existing rate @f wages. 
It will be seen that less than half the namber 
then thrown out of work are still upemployved., 
and when it is remembered that the present 
pumber of idle menis not far in excess of the 
average in ordinarily prosperous year's it will be 
understood how encouraging is the prospect for 
the coming spring scasou:

Or, How to Trianguilate Congress andth 
Territories. .

Half concealed among the ample folds of the 


Legislative, Executive, and Judicial Appropria- ' 
tion bill recently reported to the House by its” 


Committee on appropriations is an item that 
looks like an innocent proposition to turn over 
allof the Goveroment surveys to the Coast 
Survey organization. And yet it has been shown 
by indisputable facts and ficures that this piece 
of legislation will commit the Government to 
the expenditure of about $1,209,000,000. Itisa 


roposition that has been brought out by the 
National Academy of Sciences in response to an 
appeal from Congress fora little scientitic in- 
formation and assistance. 

Away out there in the unknown recesses of 
the Mighty West, tangled up amidst the wild 
fastnesses of the ridges of the great Cordilleran 
mountain chain, lies a boundless expanse of 
country which Congressmen, in sore distress, 
have dubbed *‘ The Waste Places of the Earth.”’ 
Upon this wild and desolate region, for some 
occult reason, Science has long had one eye 
gently bearing down. She wants to triangulate 
it with one of those Geodetic ‘things the merest 
mention of which will close the mouth and 
open the public pockets of any Congressman on 
earth,—one of those Ologistical things that 
soars up iuto the blue empyrean bevond the 
conception of the herd.that grovels outside of 
ber sunny pastures. But, alas! even in science 
as in religion, the cussedness of human nature 
will crop out. A little tempest has opened up 
in the scentific teapot among those seas of 
spoiled dirt that threatens to deluge the whole 
land with triangles. 

For years the votaries of Science have brought 
this jiltie teapot upon the floors of Congress 
with wild appeais of ** Kick that other ass eut.”’ 
‘* Let me do the triamgulating and the pot will 
tempest no more.”’ At last Congress, in dire dis- 
treas, raised a cry of anguish to the National 
Academy of Science: **Comeover into Mace- 
dunia aad help us.’’ And the Academy came. 
Rushing into the fray with scienMfic delibera- 
tion aud precision, it issues its fiat: ‘Kick all 
of these experienced asses overbuard. Let the 
Coast Survey do the work. This highly scien- 
tific corps of trained experts may not have had 
any experience of that sort, but there are Seas 
ot Waste Dirt out there, and its experience 
upon our Watery Seas will some time or other 
be of great scientific value, no matter what kind 
of a sea you launch them upon.” 

This pian, emanating from a committee of 
geologists, minéralogists, philologists, etc., has 
the rare merit of proposing a most intensely 
scientific survey of the whole public domain,—so 
gorgeously scientific that it will furnish pleas- 
ant amusement and profitable occupation for a 
noble array of martyrs, the surplus geologists, 
mineraiogists, philologists, paleontologists, 
archwologists, conchologists, biologists, etc., 
that vearn to flesh the sword of science in the 
public«rib. It will save us from a holocaust of 
Ologists. And just here it is well to remember 
that of late years (here bas been but scanty room 
in the gentienranly proiessions of law, medicine, 
and theology, and the flood of young brain that 
soars above the “horny hand of labor ’”’ has 
taken to science—to the Ology, “‘ whose name is 
legion.”” This brain must be fostered at the 
public’ expense, and the cheapest, must com- 
mon-sense way of doing it is to get up a great 
North American Scientific Geodetic and Coast 
Survey. ‘The horvy band of labor is also in need 
of assistance,—from the Government,—but 
everybody, knows that to foster it is to foster 
the terrible Commune andall that sort of thing, 
and we don’t want. the Commune. We don’t 
want other people’s property, and other people 
to have our property; but we all of us do want 
a whack at the Government’s property so that 
we may get our brains fostered in a scientitic 
manner. 

It is proposed to turn over the great North 
American survey to the Coast Survey, and then 
to turn over the whole gorgeous scievtificus to 
the Interior Department, where the thipvg can 
be mavaged in honest, undisturbed beatitude,— 
like the Indian Bureau. It is just a little hard, 
perbaps, to turn over so much sciénce and brain 
to the ravishing allurements of that oft white- 
washed sepuichre, “but the 8S. B. can 
stand it, if anybody can. Girdled with 
the meandrinic armor of science, men 
have always been proof against human 
weakness. Thev can stand anything, froma 
bad smell up to an earthquake. They can fish 
in the ** flesh pots of Evypt’’ for the tidbits of 
tender-loin that cluster around the vertebre of 
the edible vertebrats and not get smirched the 
least bit; other people cannot do this. They 
a” pretty certain to get besmirched with filthy 
ucre, 

It is just and proper that this thing should be 
turned over tothe Coast Survey. This highly 
scientific body has beeo ftrianpzulating the coasts 
of the United States for the last thirty-six 
vears, and in that short space of time they have 
triangulated the daviights out of every water- 
Ing place and decent ioafing place along oiir 
ocean border. ‘They have stuck to the centres 
of population, and followed the strawberries 
from Florida to Maine year after year with the 
most scientific precision. They have scrarsied 
several bushels of mud from the bottomless 
depths of the ocean,—for science sake,—and are 
now triangulating gayly and cheaply, scien- 
tifically speaking, ‘‘across the Continent” for 
tne sake of finding out how much it bulges out 
in the middle. 

[t is too true, perhaps, that with all of that 
money epent on scratching old Ocean’s bottom 
aud ascertajning the Continent’s Bulge. a great 
many more of the lonely and treacherous dan- 
ger-spots along our coasts could have been care- 
fully mapped, and the insidious storm-currents 
of the ocean that have swerved so many noble 
ships to destruction and lives.to eternity might 
have been pointed out, There might have been 
fewer lamentations and tears and fatheriess in 
the land. The object of the honest old law- 
givers of getting the coast surveyed might have 
been more honestiy carried out. But enough of 
such unscientifie stuff. The svirit of prophecy 
possesses me, and far into the dark future I see 
the proud Scientificus radiating science from the 
centres of population and the loveliest summer 
resorts of the interior, while over mountain-top 
and valley a mesh of glittering triangles envel- 
opes the land and the pockets of the people ina 
spider’s net of gold and silver threads spun 
from the sweat of toiling millioas’ brow.

keep a strict watch. Both cautions seem to 
have been neglected. The lamentable tact re- 
mains to be told that, the provisions 
notarriving, search was made, and at the mouth 
of the Poya River one pillaged boat was found, 
as also were traces of a san@uinary fight, evi- 
denced by broken oars, with natives’ hair adber- 
ing.

An Historical Matter. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CHIcaao, Feb. 10.—Mr. Cartis, in the last issue 
of Harper's Weekly, speaks of the message of 
President Hayes to the Senate, communicating 
reasons for the removal of Arthur and Cornell, 
and the consideration of “ their adequacy” by 
Senators as ‘“‘a new precedent.”’ He is in error 
in this. When John Adams renominated that 
gallant Revolutionary soldier, Arthur St. Clair. 
as Governor of the territory northwest of the 
Ohio, in 1801, he sent with bis message “ papers 
for and against the reappointment,’”’ and the 
committee to whom they were referred made a 
very careful investigation. The result 
was a favorable’ report by the com- 
mittee, and the confirmation of the 
appointment by the Senate, notwithstanding 
the bitterness of party feelidg at that time, and 
the intriguing of the friends of Jefferson (then 
presiding in the Senate and in a few days to 
become President) to prevent the confirmation.

The Physio-Medicals. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cincinnati, O., Feb. 6,—As an Illinois physio- 
medical phvsician, resident in Galesburg, but 
away from home, | was m@€h interested in the 
publication in your valuable paper of a few 
weeks ago of the number of medical men in the 
State to whom our Board of Health has issued 
certificates to practice medicine. My attention 
was called to it only two Gays ago. &see only 
thirty-seven physio-medicalists given as the rep- 
resentation of this school in an aggregate of 
4,950, including all the scbools. If the’showing 
of the Board is correctly stated, this number 
falls far short of those actually practicing this 
system in the State. 

The apparent discrepancy occurs this way: 
Soon after the enactment of the law for the 
creation of this Board of Health, our men met 
in convention and sought representation on 
that Board by recommending one of our num- 
ber for membership therein. This was done b 
respectful petitions to bis Exceliency Gov. Cul- 
lom. Representation was: not granted to us, 
while the other schools of’ practice were repre- 
sented there. 

This alarmed many of our practitioners, fore- 
boding, they thought, refusal to give us certifi- 
cates on the diplomas issued by our colleges: 
so members sought certificates on the ground of 
ten years’. practice in the State. Meantime, 
others sought the advice of individual members 
of the Board, and were advised to go before it 
for examination, as that was one of its duties. 
Otbers—a few—left the State altogether at 
heavy financial sacrifice; still others nted 
their diplomas and stood on their rights. The 
Board refused action unéil the colleges issuing 
these physio-medical diplamas could be investi- 
gated; and it was quite date in the fall of 1877 


| before action was ‘ en. The diplomas of the 


Physio-Medical Institute were favorably passed 


upon. 

About this time the Governor was again pe- 
titioned to give us representation on the Board, 
but reappointea President , of Knox 
College, to a body, the bulk of the duties of 
which are clearly medical, instead. It was these 
several procedures—runpning through nearly 


six months of time—that causes this meagre 


showing for our school to-day. 

Again it is remarkable that such a time 
should be chosen for the publication of such a 
statement, when it is doubtless well kuown 
that our State Senate is largely memorialized to 

us the representation the Governor has 
thus far withheld from us, unless with a view to 
influence to adverse action on these memorials. 
But even if we had but thirty-seven pbysicians 
in the State, it is a remarkable thing to ignore 
the simple right to representation of a bodv of 
professional men whose sole means of liveli- 
hood are subjected to the control of a Board 
composed of meu who are in competition with 
them in business.

Clerks’ Tickets. 

Cuicago, Feb. 10.—To the President and Di 
rectors of the Chicago Board of Trade: The 
recent action of the Board in relation to the 
admission of clerks on ’Change demand your 
serious attention. This action is understood to 
be prompted by the brokerage and the scalping 
interest. It is opposed by the receiving interest, 
who are largely dependent upon clerks for the 
@raosaction of their business. An important 
question to be determined is, which interest 
should be deferred to. What will be the effect 
on the business of the Board of this action? 
The receiving interest is what has given im- 
portance to the _  grain-trade of Chi- 
cago. It is attended with great ex- 
pense and great. labor. It furnishes 
the money and the brains to move the crops of 
the Northwest. Almost every receiving house 
in Chicago is depeudent upon clerks to do their 
business on Change. The scalping or brokerage 
interest that has carried this vote represents no 
money, no brains. The whole “ pit’ could be 
sunk out of sight, and not one less car-wheel 
move, not ove less vessel be loaded, not the 
slightest change in produce statements or re- 
ceipts and shipments. Yet this is the interest 
that assumes to dictate to, and has outvoted, 
the real business interests of the Chicago Board 
of Trade. | 

lt is safe to say that the least important clerk 
of any receiving house in Chicago now doing 
business on ’Lhange is of more account to the 
business of Chicago than the entire office equip- 
ment of any ‘‘ option” house in the trade. 

The interests represented by the Directors de- 
mand that they snould, so far ag the rules of 
the Board allow, arrest the evil that will follow 
this recent action. | It is pot right or honest 
that the receiving interest should be taxed, as 
this action forces them to be. The genera! in- 
terests of the business of Chicago demand that 
the receiving interest shall be fostered and pro- 
tected, not crippled and palsied, in order that 
inpecunious scalpers and brokers may add a lit- 
tle to a so-called “business’’ that sooner or 
later ruins every man that gives them an order.

Juries in Justice Courts. 
To the Bditer of The Tribune. 

CuicaGco, Feb. 10.—While many persons are 
suggesting law reforms, and some of them very 
necessary ones, no Ove has yet struck one very 
much-needed onein the matter of juries in 
Justice Courts. Chap. 70, Sec. 46, entitled 
* Justices and Constables,”’ to be found on page 
644 of the Revised Statutes of 1874, provides 
that a jury before a Justice shall not be instruct- 
ed by the Justice as to law except as to the form 


] of their verdict, and that judgment shall be en- 


tered accordance with the verdict; so that, how- 
ever unjust the verdict may be, the Justice nas 
no power to set it aside, but must center it, and 
proceed to judgment thereon. Of the absurdity 
of this practice we have had abundant example 
in the triai of the gamblers’ cases before Justice 
Foote, as reported ip Tue TRIBUNE, and under 
it a verdict, however: unjust it may be, must be 
absolute, as far as the Justice is concerned. We 


- blame the Justice if the verdict is unjust, but 


he is not to blame. Let us put the responsibil- 
ity where it beiongs—on the members of the 
General Assembiy who voted fur the passage 
of the act. 

Now let them remedy the existing evils as far 


as it ies in their power, by amending the sec- 


tion mentioned above soas to give the Justice 
power to set aside the verdict of his jury and 
grant a new trial. And also give him the power 
to grant new triais and set aside bis own judg- 
ment if it can be shown that it is manifestly un- 
just, or that enougt new evidenve has beén ob- 
tained to reverse it; and let him be allowed to 
set aside any and all “mesne” ordersmade in a 
case, if either party can show them to be un- 
just. This will insure justice before ao honest 
Justice, and will diminish litigation, as parties 
will not be so quick to appeal from a judgment 
that is carefully considered and so manifestly 
just. 

Let the membersof the Cook County Bar 
look a little into what a Justice bas to contend 
with before pronouncing him corrupt, and trv 
and remedy the existing evils inthe law. Yours, 
etc..

As 
a rule the salaries of employes in aill 
commercial or mercantile houses, not 
only in Chicago, but all over the coup- 
try, have been .cut fully 20 per cent 
from Jast year’s prices. Margins in business 
are small; prices of all necessary articles have 
declined; a dollar is now worth 100 cents, and 
will buy a dollar’s worth. Ecomony, because a 
necessity, has become fashionable, nnd it is the 
best fashion ever adopted by our city. Let us 
hope it will be adopted from Maine to Oregon. 

If it is necessary that our Police, Fire, or any 
Other Vepartment be increased, | propuse the 
following method, viz.: Make the estimate for 
the Department the same as last year; cut the 
salaries of all now engaged in the Department 
20 per cent, and with this 20 per cent employ 
and pay the increased force. As citizens and 
taxpayers, we are all interested in this city. Let 
us use our influence in the interests of economy, 
hunesty, justice, equality, and right.

including payment of regular dividends, had 
been less than its income by about $109,000, it 
should be regarded as excusablelf they have 
Ne $a this matter of “ruuning behind- 

and.’ ; 

That its so-called “‘ net surplus,” after charge 
ing against its resources, capital, reinsurance 
reserve, and immediate liabilities, stands this 
vear at $862,000 cash, against $922,000 last, is 
true; but this grows out of a voluntary inqgease 
of its reinsurance reserve te the extent of 
$166,000, as a result of a revaluation of risks 
written during the last five years,—which has 
been completed during the past year,—with a 
view to the rendering of a technical compliance 
with the requirements of whbatis known as the 
fractional apportionment of reserves on term 
risks, now demanded by various insurance de- 
partments. 

**Nemo’s” statement that the “ columns of 
net surplus show exactiv how strong the com- 
panies are io ability to discharge every liability 
and reinsiste the stockholders,’’ may be taken 
with many grains of allowance, since itis a no- 
torious fact that this so-called ‘** net surplus ”’ 
is made less or more in proportion to the amount 
of reinsurance reserve reported; and if 
*‘Nemo”’ will examine the official reports he will 
find more *“ surprises”’ awaiting him in the 
fact that, as compared with the annual premium 
income, this reserve varies with different Amer- 
ican companies, doing a business of the same 
description and over the same territory, from 40 
to 50 per cent, while in the statements of for- 
eign companies the ainount is in some instances 
less than 25 per cent. Atall events, the con- 
clusion may be safely reached that the reinsur- 
ance reserve reported by the officers of different 
companies is not the safest criterion by which 
to determine whether acompany is “ running 
behiodhand”’ ornot.

Irrepressible Conflict Within the Nationa 
Party.

Jouiet, lil., Feb. 9.—The present so-called 
National party is another illustration of the ab- 
surdity of attempting to unite opposing princi- 
pies.

The latter are, mostly, those who never did 
and never will own property,—political adven- 
turers, loud-mouthed members of trades-unions, 
those who live from hand to mouth, who believe 
that the world owes them a living, and take no 
care for the future. They pay vo taxes, and de- 
light in big appropriations, and the liberal ex- 
penditure of public money. 

The former class believe that every young man 
has the right to learn any trade or calling his 
taste, interest, or desire shall. indicate. ‘The 
other class claim that they bave the arbitrary 
right to dictate as to the number who may be 
apprentices, and as to who shail be permitted 
to work at apy given trade. ‘The former look to 
the law of the land for protection; the latter 
make and execute their own law. 

One class prefers that convicted criminais 
should be compelled to work for their own sup- 
port rather than to be taxed for this purpose. 
The other, having no taxes to pay, prutest 
against convict labor. 

Examples of this conflict could be given in 
endiess nnm bers. 

A few members of the National party hold 
seats in the Lower House of the present Gen- 
eral Assembly of this State. Of what earthly 
use they could be has been an unanswered co- 
nundrum. It may be that the brief accidental 
prominence these men now enjov is to be of use 
in showing the hard-working, substantial, and 
law-abiding farmers and mechanics that they 
cannot have anything in common with the lazy, 
worthless, and lawless dueinagogues and political 
adventurers of the Kearney stripe. <A dispatch 
from Springtield in Tus TRIBUNE says that the 
Nationa! member of the House from Wil!

But it was too late; the Monitor had gained two 
great a distance tu be overtaken, and the dis- 
patch-vessel returned to New York without ac- 
complishing ber object. 

At this time I wasin command at Hampton 
Roads. Some two or three days before the 
Merriinac came down from Nortolk I received 
from the Navy Department four telegrams or- 
dering me most peremptoriiy to “ send the Moni- 
tor tu Washington immediately on her arrival.’ 
On the night of the 8th of March—the day on 
which the Merrimac came down and suck the 
Cumberland aud the Cougress was burned—at 
about 9 o’clock the little Monitor arrived. 
Capt. Worden immediately came ou board the 
Ruanoke and reported himseif wo me. | inquired 
into his condition, which was pot a very iavora- 
ble one; his men were all green; they knew 
nothing of that peculiar armament 
then on board the Monitor. A 
few moments’ reflection, bowever, deter- 
mind me as to the course I should pursue. I 
informned Capt. Worden that my orders were 
vere positive to send the Monitor to Wasbing- 
ton. but that I was going, at the risk of my 
commissiou, to disobey those orders and send 
bim up to Newport News to look out for the 
Merritwgpac. Ip this Capt. Worden tnost cheer- 
fully acquiesced, and on the following day the 
result was koown to an astonished and atluir- 
ing world.

A SAMOAN SCANDAL. 


The Princess Toe Elopes with the Duke 
Malietoan—Exciting Incidents, Piots, and 
Counterplots, and a Hot Pursuit in War 
Canoes After the Maiden. — 

Correspondence San Francisce Chronicle. 

Apia (Samvan Islands), Dec. 7, 1578.—The Sa- 
moan mail-packet Emma Augusta was appoint- 
ed to sail Dec. 5, but she has been detained two 
days in consequence of adverse weather, the 
wind blowing directly into this harbor, and I 
improve the opportunity to entertain the CAron- 
icle with the particulars of a thrilling social epi- 
sode in the high circles of Samoan society 
which has reached its denouement in the inter- 
yal. The affair has been one of national im- 
portance for the past two months, and in the 
absence of any election frauds to investigate, or 
other contentions such as more pretentious 
Governments are blessed with, to engage the 
attention of the politicians and keep them out 
of mischief for the time, it bas served to give 
wholesome exercise to the statesmanship and 
dipiomari¢ ability of the Kingdom. 

is Excellency Mr. Patiola, Governor of the 

Tan Masaga District, in the Island of Upola, had 
a sister with the euphonious name 
of T he euphony will be better appreciated 
when it is ‘explained that ‘te’ has the sound of 
‘‘a” in the pronunciation. Toe isa first-grade 
superfine brunette, about the tone of a baked 
goose, with beautiful symmetry of form, ac- 
cording to the Samoan standard. When arrayed 
in Samoan Court fashion—a cocoaput apron and 
a necklace of birds’ claws—her graceful appear- 
ance would not fail to attract attention in the 
fashionable salons of the most refined society. 
Toe had paseed about 17 summers, as the calen- 
dar goes, in maiden meditation fancy free, 
which was quite sufficient of life’s penance as a 
viliage virgin. About three years ago, inspired 
with the ambition of her sex, she tried to run 
away with a scion of Royalty, ason of his late 
Majesty, Malietoa I., but one ot his Majesty’s 
high officers of State discovered the plot in 
time to frustrate an elopement. Toe mourned 
this cruel disappointment for two long 
years. About two months ago she fell 
in love with another member of the house of 
Malietva, ‘the son of a high chief. Gov. Patio- 
la was passionately attached to the lovely Toe, 
and could not be persuaded to consent te her 
marriage under any covsideration, social or 
State. So the courtship was conducted clandes.- 
tinely until the flame of love had been fanned 
to the praper te mperature, when the customary 
expedient of bampered lovers the world over, 
ap elopement, was agreed upon. The young 
noblemam already had one wife, which might 
have beeti a bar to further matrimonial ventures 
in some countries, but in Samoa such an incum- 
brance was no obstacle to be thought of for a 
moment/ In this delectable country the ardent 
young lo¥er marries as often as he chooses; and 
where the fashions are so primitive, he stancs 
pot in fear of milliners’ bills or butchers’ duns, 
An extra hog and a coop “of chickens is ample 
provision for family responsibilities, while the 
bride can readily fashion a tull trousseau to her 
taste from the bark of the nearest cocoanut. So 
the gallant young Malietoa and the fair Toe 
eloped eight miles to Vai Uso. 

When Patiola and his tribes heard of this un- 
dutiful conduct they were exceedingly wroth. 
Delegatione were sent from the diilerent vil- 
jages to persuade Tove to return to the arins of 
her distracted brother, or to persuade the 
Malietoa people to send her back. ‘lhese over- 
tures were in vain, so Goy. Patiola bethought 
himself of a bit of strategy to recover possession 
of bis truant sister. He sent a message to Toe 
pretending to be reconciled to her choice, and 
requesting ber to return with her lover and be 
married under the baronial thatch in proper 
style and with befitting ceremonies. The dusky 
Lothario fell into this trap. Great preparations 
were made for the occasion, and Lord | lalietoa, 
accompanied by the fair Toe, set out on their 
return, followed by all bis relatives‘m an im- 
posing proc easion, bearing baked pigs and other 

edibles in profusion, and timing their march 
with the beating of tom-toms and every mani- 
festation of joy. When the procession arrived in 
/Matauta, on a Saturday, Gov... Patiola, who pro- 
fesses to-be @ Christian of the (strictest dis- 
cipline, sent word that, as it wag sé near the 
Sabbath, time was bot permitted for the proper 
entertainment of his dear cousins and the nu- 
merous retinue acefunpanying them, and he pre- 
ferred that the reception and ceremonies be 
postponed until Monday. This: arrangement 
was assented to, and Malietoa and bis people 
went into|bivouac accordingly. Qn Sunday the 
Governor’ feignhéd a violent attack of gout, or 
some other type of aristocratic Samoan malady, 
and sent a message for the lovely Toe to hasten 
to the bedside of her poor brother. The unsus- 
pecting one obeyed, but po sooner was she in- 
the Governor's lines than brother Patiola devel- 
oped bis Usual vigor and activity, The lovely 
‘Toe was bundied into a canoe and conveyed to 
Sola Sola, in her brother’s domain. ‘The dis- 
tracted Malietoa and his retainers remained 
where they were bivouacked, assuagiug 
their grief as far as might’ be by gorging 
themselves with baked pig and other delica- 
cies, not knowing what disposition had 
been made of the missing bride. Yeste rday a 
messenger arrived from Sola Sola, bringivg a 
letter to Patiola from his sister. Tve professed 
great regret for her folly, dec!ared that she had 
entirely overcome her love ior Malictoa,- and 
would henceforth be a dutiful sister. She de- 
sired her brother to send her some other little 
trinkets of the kind a Samoan belle would natu- 
rally covet. 

But it soon became apparent that this was not 
the special errand of the messenger Irom Sola 
Sola. Hehad no svoner started on his return 
with the desired articles, procured by the affec- 
tionate but deluded br othe rat an expense of 
$3. than Malietoa broke camp and suddenly dis- 
appeared.

With the exception of Wate town and Keno- 
sha all of the cities and towns are paying the in- 
terest on their indebtedness, which does not ex- 
ceed the constitutional limitation of 5 per cent, 
There is practically no State debt, while the in- 
devtedness of the counties at the last report was 
$5,011,711, and that of the towns, villages, and 
cities of the State $7,819,447. These amounts 
were material/y reduced at the last tax levy, and 
but very little additional indebtedness was in- 
curred by any community in this State. Alto- 
gether, so the Badgers thivk, no State ip the 
Union can make so favorable a showing as to 
municipal indebtedpness as Wisconsin. 

At the meeting of the Common Council of 
Milwaukee this afternoon, City Comptroller 
White presevied his annual stat@mentof the 
financial condition of the city, from which the 
following figures are obtained: The expendi- 
tures. for purposes chargeable to the general 
city fund for the year 1878 were $465,511.75; 
expenditures and loans from the Contingent 
Fand, $5,681.13; expenditures for sewerage pur- 
poses, $03,000.40; amount assessed against prov- 
erty for water-pipes laid in front of said prop- 
_— yy $33.890.66; total amouut so assessed since 

2, $470,863.75. 
i general ward funds was $262,061.71. Of the 
city’s public debt report is made as follows: On 
Jan. ], 1878, the outstanding readjustment bonds 
and scrip was $330,289.25: retired bonds and 
scrip during the year, $11,000; leaving out- 
standing Jan. 1, 1879, $328,289.25; the balance 
in the Sinking Fund ‘is $97,000, leaving to be 
provided for in the future, $2,231,289.25, These 
readjustment bonds mature on June 1, 1591, 
bear an interest rate of 5 per cent, and for 
the most part are held abroad. That they are 
accounted a desirable investment by the bold- 
ers is indicated by the fact that the offerings 
to be retired from the city’s Sinking Fund are 
not saflicient to exhaust the fund. The Comp- 
troller estimates that if the tax for the Sinking 
Fund gha!! continue to be raised eacb vear for four 
years, there will be asuflicient fund to retire all of 
these bonds. Of the water bonds, he reports at 
present outstanding, $1,600,000, and of general 
city bonds outstanding, $342,000. These water 
and geveral city bonds draw interest at 7 per 
cent, and are allsold in the market ata pre- 
mium rate of from 10 to 12 per cent and ac 
crued interest. 

Of other vonds outstanding, Mr. White re- 
ports $2,000 of the Milwaukee & Beloit Rail- 
way, $3,000 of the Milwaukee & Superior Rail- 
way, and of dredging bonds $1,000 (old bonds 
probably lost). ‘Lhe vity scrip issued to pay 
udgmente aggregates in amount $242,959.19. 
rhe total outstanding indebtedness of the city 
at the commencement of the present vear was 
$2,244.181.66; at the commencement of 1873 it 
was $2,276, 289.26, giving a decrease for 1575 of

The total city valuation, as has been hereto- 
fore reported, isstated at $55,255,711.33, and the 
total tax- levy, $1,221,846.95; giving a vet de- 
creage of all taxes charges azainst the city as 
compared with 1877 of $20,706.02. 

The amounts borrowed during the year to en- 
able the city to pay its orders on presentation 
was $348,325.37 ,— $428,323.37 being advance taxes 
for which 6 per cent interest was paid, and 
$120,000 from the banks, for which 7 per cent 
was paid. The city tax-collections up to Satur- 
dav last are repor ted by the Comptroller at

THE SCRIP QUESTION. 

Now that the Supreme Court bas adjourned 
until June, a decision in the scrip case will not 
be filed until that term, if then.

Scrip will be issued as 
s000 as the appropriations are made, which 
will, perhaps, not be until some time in “re 
but what it wiil be worth it is bard to tell; 
in the language of a broker, “It will. depend 
upon the morey-market, and whether the 
Syndicate is revived.”’ 

PAYING REBATES ON SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 

The practice of notifying those to whom re- 
bates or special assessments are due, which was 
discontinued after the Fire, is to be revived, and 
the greater portion of the $40, 000 or 50,000 now 
in the treasury to the credit of special assess- 
ments will soon be ip the hands of the persons 
to whom the money belongs. The accumulated 
rebates, which range from 10 cents to $50, have 
been for years a source of profit to City 
Treasurers, since the bulk of the fund could be 
safely placed at interest for six months or a 
year. Efforts have been made from time to 
time by Aldermen to bave the surplus paid 
back, but until last week 
had been done to this end. Finally 
the Mayor and Comptroller bad a con- 
ference about the matter, the result 
of which was instructions were given to the 


Assessment Clerk to notify ail the parties who | 


have not called for their rebates, and the blank 
notices are now being printed. The names of 
those who paid special assessments prior to the 
Fire can be gotten ateasily, but those of persovs 
who have paid since October, 1571, will have to 
be dug out of the tax-books in the County 
Treasurer’s office,—a work of great tediousness, 
and consequently very slow. Where the prop- 
erty bas changed bands, the rebates, if any, 
might as well go to the present owners. A re- 
pate is likely to be due un every improvement 
by special assessment, except the opening of 
strect ends; in this the damages and benefits are 
tigured so as to balance cach other. It may be 
two or three weeks before the sending out of 
notices begins, but now that steps have been 
taken to refund money wrongfully withheld, or 
rather not paid back on account of the neglect 
of property-owners to call for it (which they 
didn’t do because unaware that anything was 
due them), the paying of a commission of 25 to 
50 per cent to attorneys and others for collect- 
iug the sums will not be pecessary.

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‘THOMAS LORD'S DEATH. 


How He Became Possessed of 
Riches---His Experiments 
in Business. 
His Marriage to Mrs. Hicks, and 


«the Opposition ot His 
Heirs. 


| New York Times, Feb. 8. 
_ For more than sixty years Thomas Lord, Sr., 


- who died this morning at bis home, No. 10 West 


Fourteenth street, in the 85th year of his age, 
was aresident of this*city. For almost forty 
yeats he was a prosperous merchaat and well 
known in mercantile and social circles. Retir- 
jing from business in 1853, with an ample for- 
tune, he led an easy life, making for ashort time 
ashow of business activity by acting as the 
Vicc-President of an insurance company. Los- 
ing much of his fortune through his easy man- 
ner of living, he became comparatively poor. 
With his fortunes rehabilitated through the 
death of his brother Rufus, who lett him pos- 
sessed of about $3,000,000 ten years ago, he re- 
sumed his former life. <A little more than a 
year ago his sudden espousal of the dashing 
widow, Mrs. Hicks, the opposition developed 
thereto by nis children, his mysterious disap- 
warance with his bride for a month, and the 
evelations made in Court and the newspapers 
opcerning himself, his new wife, and his chil- 
lren, provided food for public gossip for a long 
eriod of time. | 
“f THOMAS LORD 
was born in Norwich, Conn., in March, 1794, and 
was the youngest of nine breathers, Lynde, 
Ifenry, Asa, Charles, Guidon, Eleazer, David 
N., Rufus L.}-and Thomas Lord. There were 
Iso two sisters. The Lord family was long- 
ved, and most of the brothers named above 
attained old age. The oniy one now alive is 
vid N. Lord, who, at 90 years of age, still con- 
trols a large wholesale dry-goods business in this 
city and print-zoods mills in Philadelphia. Most 
if the Lord brothers came to this city and entered 
to business early in the century. In 1818 
omas Lord started in the wholesale and retail 
y-goods tirade with his brothers Rufus L. and 
David N« and a Mr. Stirling. Their store was 
in Garden street, now Exchange place. They 
prospered, and were known among the principal 
merchants of the city. Rufus Lord, who vever 
married, occupied modest bachelor quarters near 


_ his store for years, after which he moved toa 


hapdsome hvuuse at old St. John’s Park, where 

he died May 14, 1869. Thomas Lord 

| MARRIED MISS ANDERSON, 
a sister-of Dr. Henry J. Anderson, a gentleman 
of great wealth, who spent his time and monéy 
in scientific pursuits and travel, and who. hav- 
ing joined the Roman Catholic Church in Rome 
Italy, became the founder and patron here of 
several charitable institutions, the principal be- 
ing the Catholic Protectory, now situated in 
Westchester County. Dr. Anderson was con- 
.nected by birth and marriage with some of the 
oldest and wealthiest families of New York. 
fie died in India a few years ago. After his 
marriage with Miss Anderson, Thomas Lord 
lived for many years in fine style in the First 
"Ward, where Morris and Greenwich streets now 
oin. When the wealthy New York families 
eg to desert that neighborhood, he and Dr. 
Anderson—who had owned and occupied the 
house in Bowiing Green now used for the offices 
of the Cunard amsbip Company—went up 
From 1850 uoti! the time of his second 
marriage he lived at No. 35 West Seventeenth 
street, where his son Henry and his two daugh- 
ters stillremain. And within that period he 

néver went out of this city, and was 

NEVER ABSENT FROM HIS HOME ONE NIGHT. 


The history of the business of the Lord 
brothers is not eventful. In its long course 
only One great disaster happened to it. In 1835 
the great fire. which originated ip Pearl street, 
and swept over the greater part of the lower 
portion of the city, destroyed the Garden-street 
store. Most of the goods had previously been 
taken froui the building and placed in a neigh- 
boring eburch for safety, but the flames also at- 
tacked that edifice and destroyed it with all its 
| The Lord brothers quickly rallied 
from this diaster, and renewed their success in 
business. Kighteen years later—in 1853—they 
dissolved their partnership. and Rufus L. and 
Thomas Lord retired from active business. The 
former applied himself to the care of the down- 
town rea! estate he had acquired and to eareful 
epeculations, sometimes on a very large scale. 
In this wav he iucreased his fortune, until at the 
time of his death, in 1869, it was represented by 
$3,000,000. It was his habit to keep large quanti- 
ties of securities in bis office, and, thieves learn-

The police never ar- 
rested the thieves, but Mr. Lord recovered the 
securities, which the thieves could not negotiate, 
by the payment of aransom. His loss through 
the robbery was about $200,000. The private 
peers stolen with the securities were returned 
nasinogular manner in 1867. They were sent 
“+ the thieves to a London banking-house, 
which sent them toJames B. King’s Sons, of 
this city, who returned them to Mr. Lori.

SHE HAD BECOME MRS. THOMAS LORD. 
Early on the morning of Deg. 31, 1877, Mr. 
Lord started from his Seventeenth street home, 
and went in his carriage to the house of Mrs. 
Hicks. After a short stay there he rode to 
several Broadway stores and purchased a num- 
ber of articles of wearing apparel. Returmog 
to Mrs. Hicks’ house, be dismissed his coach- 
man.

The interview lasted some moments, and 
our reporter gave such accurate proofs of a 
knowledge of what was up that it endea in his 
being invited to witness some experiments that 
were about to be performed to demonstrate cer- 
tain mooted questions regarding the physiology 
of the brain and spipal cord, as weil as the 
power to resuscitate persons banged or drowned. 
The dissecting-rooms-a suite of not very large 
rooms—were crowded with narrow red tables, 
upon which were tweyty or thirty human bodies 
in various stages of dissection and decomposi- 
tion. The stench, while not verv great, was, 
when accompanied by the sight, simply sicken- 
ing, and our reporter wished his judgment bad 
not been overruled by professional curiosity. 

It was soon arranged that the Professor of 
Physiology should be assisted by the Professor 
of Anatomy and fourrstudents. A table and 
lamp were assigned to our reporter for use in 
taking notes. The regt of the party quietly 
opened and arranged the various cases of in- 
struments: two batteries (Bunson’s)—one six 
and the other sixteen cells—were regulated for 
work. A tripod apout eight feet high, with a 
Savers apparatus for lifting the body, was placed 
over a bath-tub, which»was covered by a blanket. 
to keep in the steam. 

All being ready, we surrounded the tub, as 
the cover was removed, to have a view of the 
body of the man who, at twenty minutes past 
12, had been declaring his innocence at the jail, 
and who bad fallen through the hangman’s trap. 
The head and beard had been shaven: the face 
was not so swollen und black as when exposed’ 
to view at the undertaker’s in the afternoon: 
the hot bath had softened the distorted feat 
ures. 

All things being readv, the Professor ad- 
justed the head strape of the Sayers apparatus 
and commenecd drawivg upon the cords which 
pass over a serics of puileys at the top of the 
tripod. The body of the murderer was thus 
drawn upward at full length by the head, until 
the toes rested in the tub. Instantly the assist- 
ants rubbed the body briskly with coarse toweis 
for two minutes, and then wrapped it, from 
the shoulders down, with a warm bianket, 

* | desire,”’ said the Professor, “to reduce 
the dislocation of the bones of the neck by this 
hanging bythe head. This man died simply 
beeause the second bowe of the neck was pulled 
away from the first, which is like a thin, flat 
riug, supporting the skull. This second bone 
has a tooth-like prominence, or pivot, upon 
which the head turns. If this pivot is pulled 
out, that is, suspending all the vital force which 
should keep this man alive, the pivot is pressing 
upon the spinal cord, and that pressure pro- 
duces paralysis of breathing, and the heart be- 
comes crowded with clutted bDiood, and ali the 
machinery becomes stopped.”’ 

During this time the two Professors were 
drawing the body in varions directions, and 
were tnanipulating the head and neck without 
success. ‘lhe body was then removed to a 
table and placed upon its face, withthe arms 
drawn up under the forehead, whenthe Pro-. 
fessor of Anatomy, with a narrow chisel, made 
a gash into the veck where it joins the head, 
and with two short, quick blows froma maliet 
solit the two upper bones that were pressing 
upon the cord, like cutting a ring that bas be- 
come to tight. After this was accomplished 
the body was turned upon the back. Taking in 
the detached nozzie of. a large bellows, the Pro- 
fessor of Physiology proceeded, working and 
talking at the same time: 

“Gentlemen, this .subject affords an oppor- 
tunity of showing how far vital actions may be 
suspended and again restored. All this man’s 
organs are periect, but his vital energy is lost. 
lo restore it we must make the heart beat again; 
the coagulated blood must be removed from 
the heart cavities; and the lungs must be filled 
with air.” - 

Taking up a sharp knife, the frrofessor cut 
down the windpibe from what is known as Ad- 
am’s apple to the hollow over the breast bone. 
W ith a sbarp steel hook he raised the wind pipe, 
split it open, and inserted the nozzle of the bel- 
lows, making it fast with a silver wire around 
the pipe. This done, the handle of the bellows 
were putin charge of an assistant, while the 
Professor took up a long, hollow needle or tube, 
haif as large as an old-fashioned knitting neeele. 
To this he attached, on a head at one end, a 
rubber tube one-quarter of an inch iv diameter 
and three feet long. ‘This was attached at the 
other end to a giass jar or receiver, and the re- 
celver Was attached to an air pump which was 
to be controlied by another assistant. The Pro- 
fessor Dext placed a gallon jar, containing a mixt- 
ure of defibrinated sheep's blood and milk ina 
pail of water, ali of whieh had been heated to 100 
degrees F. From the jar (placed a little above the 
table about five feet distant) ran a rubber tube 
one-quarter of an inch im diameter, to the end of 
which Was a small silver tube, with stop-cock 
attachment. The wires of the battery were now 
uncoiled, and very delicate platinum-pointed 
needles were fixed. Ail this apparatus being 
arranged and in the hands of the confident and 
assistant, the Professor, who had been all the 
time talking quietiy of the various instruments 


he was handling, now placed « delicate ther- 
mometer befor bim, and said: -"| 

“ Now, gentlemen, we are y- Let ey

I will plunge this hollow needle, which 
is attached to the air-pump, or 

tor, into the ventricles of the beart, and when 
the air is exhausted in the receiver the clotted 
blood will be drawn out. You know that 
needles, sharp, narrow blades,.and even arrows, 
have pierced the walis of heart in living 
animals frequently without producing death, 
because ypon their withdrawal the contraction 
of the muscular fibers closes the opening. Now 
this needle is in the right ventricle, and (mak- 
ing another attachment by the double tube) this 
is in the left. AH is now ready except our ar- 
rapgement for stimulating the nerves which 
preside over respiration, the h and geveral 
circulation. The nerves are the Pneumo-gas- 
tric and Great Sympathetic. The former comes 
from the base of the brain in a certain spot; 
the latter will require an opening in the abdo- 
nen.’ 

The Professor then took upa small diamond 
drill, not larger than a horse hair, and perfo- 
rated the skull at two points, an inch apart, a 
the base of the brain, into which he thrust th 
two delicate platinum poiots of the battery. 
At the moment these evtered several per- 
sons remarked that the chest had moved, 
as if in respiration. The bellows was detached, 
and, sure enough, a quantity of bioody-looking 
froth and mwocus was being forced out of the 
windpipe. This was ail drawn out with a 
syringe, and the Professor proceeded to the last 
arrangement of the poles of the smaller Bun- 
son to the sympathetic nerve,—* sdlar plexus,”’ 
as he calied it. And now came the trial, which 
ail awaited in breathless anxiety. The Profes- 
sor of Anatomy took charge of the jars of 
blood and milk, and was to turn the stop-cocks 
to let it flow into the jugular vein, and thence 
into the heart, as the Professor of Physiology 
was to empty the blood clots from the heart 
with the aspirator (or air-pump) at the same 
time. Another student was to inflate the lungs 
with the bellows by a siow, easy motion, not 
more rapidly than eighteen times a minute. 
Another assistant was to-move a scape-valve 
on the bellows tube, so that when the lungs 
were filled it might empty itself of bad.air, with- 
out blowing back into the bellows. Two other 
assistants stood by the batteries to make the 
connections at the word. ; 

At the word ** Now!”’ every well-trained head 
and hand began to work—all in harmony—and 
quietly. No sound at first but the slow wheez- 
ing of the bellows, and the measured “thud! 
thud!’’ of the piston of the air-pump. ‘The 
clotted biood from the heart poured into the re- 
ceiver at first like a brown jelly,—which, after a 
few moments was thinner,—at last a stream of 
thin, warm blood. It was noficed that the 
blood mixture in the jar was pe ptibly lower- 
ing. The Professor of Physiology withdrew the 
aspirating needles, and stood with dilated 
pupils and flushed face. The chest of the dead 
man was moving regularly. He grasped, the 
pulse, and said in a whisper, “A tremor! A 
tremor!’’? And then, applying his ear to the 
chest for a moment, sprang up and cried 
out in an excited manver: “By G—da, it 
moves! I can feel its pulse?” A shout went 
up from every one, Dut followed in a moment 
by a deathly stillness, for the swollen eyes of 
the dead were seen to rollin their sockets, and 
each one looked at the other as much as to say, 
‘* What have we done in restoring this man to 
life and suffering?’’ The battery at the beart 
and abdomen were now disconnected, and 
all the semblance of life was observable. 
Nearly two pMts of the blood mixture had en- 
tered the veins. This was now cut off and arti- 
ficial respiration kept up. The pulse could 
be counted, irreguiar, and over 100. per 
minute. The face of the subject was no longer 
livid, but rather pale. The eyelids were half- 
closed, and the eyeballs rolling: the pupils were 
discovered contarcting and dilating according as 
they were shaded or exposed to light. Some 
nitrite of amyl was held tothe valve of the bel- 
lows, for breathing was not through the mouth 
or nostrils, and instantly the heart beat more 
steadily, the face became of better color, and 
the chest jerked as if there was a desire to 
cough. At this juncture the Professor of Physi- 
ology said: 

‘GENTLEMEN: Our experiments thus far are 
successful. This man is living again, but can 
have no thought because the mass of brain is 
too nearly severed from the cord. No act of 
will, at least, can be performed. The: spinal 
cord is itself the motor centre of the body, and 
as long as we keep up artificial breathing the 
body will live.” 

He then proceeded to drill several boles, as 
large as a sewing-needie, into various parts of 
the skull, and touched the brain with the gal- 
vanic points, which caused the legs to jerk, the 
hands to clench, the eyes to roll, open, shut, 
and the tongue to protrude. A full description 
of the anatomical points and physiological ob- 
servations was carefully taken down, and will, 
deubtless, appear in the medical periodicals. 

The experment concluded by withdrawing 
the bellows, and closing the opening in the 
wind-pipe by adhesive plaster, and all were 
startied by a sudden cougb from the dead man, 
and a rolling of the head, with moaning sounds 
like one exhausted by suffering. This was foi- 
lowed by conVulsive action in the limbs; a fix- 
ing of the eyes and appearance of ‘a second 
death. The body became cool in twenty min- 
utes. The whole experiment lasted from 11:30 
p. m. to 12:20 a. m. Thursday, or fifty minutes. 
The whole matter was conducted with decorum 
and skill; there was, in fact, little conversation 
and no levity. As our reporter passed out of 
the room ne was shown a barrel which contained 
the remains of Mrs. Merrick, just as they were 
sent from the court-room,

WAS BARRON A DEFAULTER? 


The Rev. Dr. Warren's Conclusions After 
an Examination of the Books. 

Boston, Feb. 7.—The Rey. Dr. Warren, of the 
Christian Mirror, bas returned from his investi- 
gation at Dexter, Me., and his conclusions in re- 
gard to the defalcation and suicide theory ad- 
vanced by certain detectives are published. The 
alleged defaication is said to appear on the books 
in two places,—in an eatry of $2,000 charged off 
to no particuiar account to balance the buoks in 
October, 1577, and in various cash items, in- 
cluding a $500 bond, and amoanting alto- 
gether to $1,600 missing after Treas- 
urer Barron’s death. Dr. Warren’s attention 
was first directed to the 82,000. He 
found that on July 2, 1875, Mr. Barron drew bis 
personal note for $2,000, payable in five years, 
with interest at 7 per cent,in favor of the 
Dexter Savings Bank, and assigned a life-in- 
surance policy in the Berkshire Company, of 
Pittsfield, Mass., to the bank. as collateral 
security forthe note. A memorandum on the 
back of the note expiained that this transaction 
was intended to secure the bank, in case of his 
death, from any loss upon loans by the bank, 
but aided that he did not know of any loss 
likely to occur, except on railroad bonds and on 
a certain mortgage which the Trustees had ad- 
vised, and for which they were responsible as 
well as himself, but he said they were not under 
pay, and if any loss was iururred he wished this 
note to make it good. The Trustees of the 
bauk knew nothing of this generous act until 
the note and the insurance policy were found in 
the safe after Mr. Barron’s death. 

Some time after the note was executed, it 
seems to have occurred to Mr. Barron that he 
had noright to omit this item from his sworn 
statement of the assets of the bank, and he ac- 
cordingly added $2,000 to the loan account. at 
the same time adding $2,000 to the reserve fund 
to balance the account. This was correct, since 
the bank was really so much oetter off than had 
previously appeared. ‘The record of this trans- 
action, Dr. Warren says, is not the record of 
defalcation, but of a yift to the bank. 

As to the missing cash items the expianation 
is easy and natural. The Treasurer was mur- 
dered by robbers. What would be the natural 
inference about missing cash? That the thieves 
took it. Not only this sum of about $1,600 be- 
longing to the bank was missing, but a large 
pocketbook belonging to Mr. Barron, and con- 
taining about $1,100 of his own money, and thus 
the robbers got off with $2,700. ‘They are still 
at large, and the Trustees a year later begin to 
hint that the bank was robbed by the faithful 
Treasurer.
